The  San  Francisco  correspondent  of  the 
\eta  York  JhralJ  gives  the  following  partic- 
ilars  of  the  terrible  uitro  glycerine  explo- 
sion at  San  Francisco,  on  the  Itith  ult : 

At  1:13  on  the  afternoon  of  the  16th,  I 
V»9  standing  in  an  office  on  Sacramento 
street,  near  Montgomery,  when  I  heard  a 
irecital;-!'j  esp>losion,  which  I  can  liken 
»uly  tj  lb?  tursiiag  of  some  uionnter  gun 
many  times  overcharged,  followed  by  the 
roar  of  falling  debris  and  the  rush  of  men, 
woiaen,  children  and  horses  and  vehicles  in 
wild  and  terrible  confusion  down  the  street. 
The  French  windows  near  which  1  was 
Btanding,  were  driven  bodily  inwards,  and 
the  glass  came  flying  down  upon  me  in  a 
shower.  Utterly  unable  to  account  for  the 
terrible  shock,  I  ran  into  the  street,  and 
etartt'd  for  thts  point  from  whence  th«  re- 
port >t.eiued  10  come. 

(jioing  towards  California  street  I  met  a 
number  of  people  with  bleeding  faces  and 
hands,  cut  by  the  falling  glass,  which  cov- 
ered the  entire  sidewalks  and  was  falling  in 
showers  from  upper  windows,  often  with 
largo  pieces  of  (sash  attached,  as  I  passed 
along.  At  the  northwest  corner  of  Mont- 
gomery and  California  streets  stands  the 
line  three-story  quadruple  froi^t-cut  granite 
block,  occupie  I  below  as  the  banking  and 
expres<i  office  of  the  great  house  of  Wells, 
FiTjito  &  Co.,  tiie  only  express  company  on 
the  I'acitic  coast  and  the  leading  banking 
houie. 

Arriving  in  front  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s 
building,  I  found  the  establishment  literally 
a  wreck;  doors  and  windows  were  gone, 
mortar  and  broken  furniture  covered  the 
floors  and  indescribable  confusion  reigned. 
Pushing  my  way  through  the  excited  crowd 
1  reached  the  doorway  of  the  Union  Club 
rooms,  between  the  banking  and  express  de- 
partment, on  the  Montgomery  street  side, 
and  clambered  up  the  stairway  to  the  second 
story,  which,  with  the  third  is  entirely  oc- 
cupied by  the  Union  club.  The  furniture 
was  in  ruins,  and  the  ceilings  thrown  down. 
I  pushed  on  to  the  rear  of  the  building,  and, 
looking  out  into  the  area  behind,  beheld  a 
."pcctacle  I  shall  never  forget.  On  every  side 
was  ruin  indescribable— piles  of  brick  and 
mortar  thrown  confusedly  together,  lumber 
torn  into  splinters  everywhere,  and,  most 
horrid  of  ail,  great  splasnes  of  blood  against 
the  walls  left  standing  beyond,  the  immedi- 
ate effects  of  the  explosion. 

rfli  ihe  buildings  had  been  of  brick,  and 
everything  fronting  on  the  area  was  a  wreck. 
The  lirge  one-story  structure  containing 
the  oJice  and  billiard  saloon  or  the  Union 
cluo  and  arched  gateway  which  leads  into 
the  rear  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s  from  Cali- 
fornia street,  was  an  entire  wreck,  the  end 
being  blown  out,  the  floor  torn  into  splin- 
ters, the  iron  roof  rolled  up  like  a  piece  of 
wall  paper,  the  raftsrs  hanging  loose  in  ev- 
ery direction,  furniture  smashed  and  billiard 
tables  crushed  by  the  weight  of  the  debris. 
The  brick  kitchen  of  the  Union  club,  which 
stood  in  the  area  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s, 
was  a  heap  of  brick  and  mortar  and  broken 
beams,  from  beneath  which  came  the  ago- 
nizing groans  of  the  wounded  and  the  dy- 
ing. The  whole  area  was  filled  with  debris. 
The  rear  wall  of  Bell's  brick  building,  used 
as  an  assay er's  laboratory,  in  the  rear  of  the 
assay  office,  was  falling  in  fragments  at  ev- 
ery minute,  the  roof  hanging  down  unsup- 
ported on  the  side  next  the  area. 

The  outer  walls  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s 
shed  were  blown  to  fragments,  and  the 
frame  structure  overhead,  outside  the  main 
wall  of  their  building,  a  mere'mass  of  splin- 
ters, the  rafters  lying  on  the  walls  which 
supported  the  floor. 

Biood  was  visible  in  many  places,  and 
an  ji  with  heads  and  hands  cut  by  the  falling 
glass  or  timbers,  were  running  back  and 
forth  in  anxious  search  for  missing  friends. 
The  main  rear  walls  of  W-lls.  Fargo  &  Co.'s 
building  were  terribly  shattered,  while  frag- 
ments of  doorways  and  window  sashes  only 
remained  in  their  place  throughout  the  en- 
tire building.  Two  fine  horses,  attached  to 
the  ruins  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'a  express 
wagons,  lay  in  the  agonies  of  death  in  the 
area. 

On  the  western  side  of  the  area,  near 
Bell  i  Co.'s  laboratory,  lay  three  bodies, 
the  only  ones  then  in  sight. 

8X.\RCH   FOB  TUB   VICTIMS. 

The  f.rst  pjiat  of  investigation  was  the 
rains  of  the  brick  building  ou  the  wePt  side 
»f  the  area,  under  which  it  was  evident, 
from  the  cries  and  moans  of  distress,  a 
number  of  sufferers  were  buried.  The  first 
who  reached  the  area  made  their  way  di- 
rectly to  the  west  side,  where  three  bodies 
lay  together,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
number  of  other  gentlemen,  commenced 
searching  for  signs  of  life.  Two  bodies, 
not  recotnizcd,  were  quickly  ascertained  tt) 
be  lifeless;  the  third,  which  lay  literally 
underneath  the  others,  proved,  on  examina- 
tion, to  be  that  of  Gerritt  W.  Bell,  assayer 
and  member  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
for  the  eighth  district.  Mr.  Bell's  features 
were  found  to  be  .sadly  mutilated  and  his 
clothing  almo':'!  torn  off,  but  he  still  breathed 
although  insen-sible.  Jle  was  removed  to 
the  express  office  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co., 
where  he  soon  expired.  Meantime  the 
search  went  on,  hundreds  taking  part  from 
time  to  lime  in  the  mournful  work. 

The  work  of  exhumation  was  thencefor- 
ward carried  on  systematically  until  far  into 
the  evening,  when  it  was  ascertained  that 
no  more  dead  or  wounded  were  to  be  found 
Broken  walla  were  cleared  away,  and  the 
mass  of  bricks  and  rubbish  where  the  Union 
Club  house  kitchen  had  stood,  beneath 
which  the  larger  number  of  sufferers  were 
buried,  was  removed  piece  by  piece.  As 
the  mangled  victims  were  brought  out  one 
after  another  and  conveyed  away  on  stretch- 
ers or  in  carriages,  the  scene  was  indescri- 
bably mournful  and  impressive.  Such 
another  I  hope  never  to  be  compelled  to  look 
upon  again. 

OKtaiS    OP    THE     DISASTER. 

On  the  last  trip  of  the  Sacramento  from 
Panama,  two  boxes  were  landed  at  the  Pa- 
cific .Mail  Steamship  company's  wharf  and 
left  unclaimed.  They  were  each  of  about 
fourteen    superficial    feet  measurment,    as 


reckoned  la  collecting  freight.  One  of  these 
were  marked  -Wm.  Mills,  Los  Angelos," 
the  other,  "38,  J.  M.  Moore,  Idaho  (Uty." 
'ihese  boxes  came  into  the  hands  of  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.,  as  freight  agents  for  the  Paoiflo 
Mail  Steamship  Company.  The  first  box 
leaked  something,  which  looked  like  oil, 
which  had  run  down  upon  and  damaged  the 
other.  They  were  removed  from  the  wharf, 
and  as  it  was  a  case  ot  damage,  Mr.  Web- 
ster, the  freight  clerk  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co  , 
sent  for  Mr.  Haven,  the  freight  clerk  of  the 
steamship  company,  to  examine  the  same 
Both  gentlemen  lunched  at  the  Union  club 
and  afterwards  descended  to  the  courtyard 
by  Ihe  exterior  stairway.  The  boxes  were 
in  the  yard,  and  it  is  but  natural  to  suppose 
that  in  examining  the  box  which  was  leak- 
ing they  proceeded  to  open  the  same,  when 
the  concussion  caused  the  explosion.  This 
supposition  is  carried  out  from  the  fact  that 
nitroglycerine  only  explodes  like  a  percus- 
sion cap,  on  concussion,  and  that  both  .Mr. 
Webster  and  Mr.  Haven  were  absolutely 
rent  to  pieces,  showing  that  they  must  have 
been  immediately  over  or  near  the  explosive 
material. 

Mr.  Bell's  servant  says  that  Mr.  Bell  had 
given  him  orders  to  have  his  horse  saddled 
and  ready  at  the  side  door,  which  led  into 
the  yard  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co  .  at  about  1 
o'clock,  as  he  was  en  route  for  Petaluma. 
Mr.  Bell  left  his  office,  came  into  the  yard 
to  mount  his  horse,  the  servant  still  having

Advices  frotfr  the  cfty  of  Mexico,  up  to 
May  3,  state  that  a  uuuibttr  o<  ex-Confed- 
eratc  settlers  in  Mexico  bad  aitisMrview 
with  Maximilian,  during  which  the  Em- 
peror weio»tn«tl  ih«m  as  exiles,  and  ex- 
pressed his  desire  to  see  American  capitol 
and  labor  introduced  into  Ihe  country,  and 
urging  them  at  the  same  time  to  take  no 
part  iu  the  political  discussion  on  the  ques- 
tion of  alavery.  Maximilian  is  espeoially 
strong  in  his  condemnation  ol'  Ibroed  labor 
of  every  description. 

The  Mexican  Club  of  New  York  has 
passed  resolutions  not  at  all  complimentary 
to  General  Santa  Anna,  styling  him,  among 
other  lilies,  "  The  most  obnoxiims  man  to 
Mexico;  the  source  of  her  evils  and  calam- 
ities ;  the  promoter  of  discord  and  anarchy; 
the  violator  of  every  law;  the  destroyer  of 
freedom;  the  oppressor  of  the  people,  and 
the  corrupter  of  society."  They  claim  that 
he  instigated  the  Maximilian  intervention, 


four  men  were  standing  around  a  box  ex- 
amining it.  Two  of  them  were  Mr.  Havens, 
of  t'ts  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  company,  and 
At.  iffank  Webber,  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.. 
the  other  two  being  workmen,  one  of  whom 
had  a  hammer  or  hatchet  iu  his  hand,  and 
the  other  what  seemed  to  be  an  iron  claw 
chisel.  The  wooden  cover  of  the  case  had 
just  been  forced  off,  when  one  of  the  gen- 
tlemen spoke  to  Mr.  Bell,  (he  being  n  chem- 
ist,) as  if  to  ask  his  opinion  of  the  damage. 
.Mr.  Bell  then  turned  to  his  servant  and  re- 
marked that  he  might  go  on  to  the  boat  and 
he  would  overtake  him  in  a  moment ;  and 
following  his  orders  he  turned  the  horse 
and  led  him  towards  the  gateway  on  Califor- 
nia street. 

This  person  was  about  the  last  living  man 
who  saw  the  men  and  the  case  before  the  fa- 
tal explosion. 

It  is  now  ascertained  that  the  first  box 
contained  nitro-glyceriue,  though  it  was  not 
so  marked. 

ro»?l  or  TIIK  SHOCK. 

The   solid  stDie  pavement  under  which 

•  «box  exploit  1  was  driven  down  into  the 
rocky  gravel  nearly  two  feet. 

In  the  debris  half  dollars  were  found 
bent,  and  as  if  to  illustrate  the  terrific  pow- 
er of  the  explosive  material,  ou  the  body  of 
one  the  goddess  of  liberty  is  indented  with 
the  word  "America,"  from  the  obverse  side 
of  the  coin. 

The  new  two  and  a  half  story  brick  build- 
ing of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  com- 
pany was  moved  some  two  or  three  inches 
from  the  line  of  its  foundation,  and  a  gla- 
zier, ftt  work  under  the  skylight,  was  car- 
ried upwards  upon  the  roof  to  a  distance  of 
'20  feet.  He  escaped  with  a  light  scratch 
on  one  of  his  legs.  Fragments  of  human 
remains  were  found  scattered  in  many 
places.  In  the  auction  rooms  of  Messrs. 
Cobb  &  Sinton,  ou  the  east  side  of  Mont- 
gomery street,  lay  a  human  brain,  almost 
intact,  no  other  fragmei  ts  of  the  body 
near  it. 

A  piece  of  a  human  spine  was  blown  over 
the  buildings  on  the  east  side  of  Montgom 
ery  street,  and   was   picked  up  on    Leidea- 
dorff  street. 

A  piece  of  a  skull  was  lying  on  Califor- 
nia street,  with  other  fragments  of  human 
remains,  and  a  human  arm  struck  the  third 
story  window  of  the  building  occupied  by 
Squarza. 

Glass  was  broken  as  far  off  as  Stockton 
street  on  the  west,  Sutter  street  on  the 
south,  Washington  street  ou  the  north,  and 
Front  street  on  the  east.  Within  a  full 
block  in  any  direction,  from  the  force  of 
the  explosion,  hardly  a  whole  pane'of  glass 
is  left. 

A  large  number  of  gentlemen  were  at 
lunch  in  the  dining  hall  of  the  Union  Club, 
immediately  north  of  the  kitchen,  the  doors 
and  windows  of  which  were  blown  to  atoms. 
They  were  covered  with  fragments  of  the 
glass,  splinters,  &c.,  but,  wonderful  to  tell, 
none  were  killed,  and  but  three  or  four 
slightly  hurt. 

The  body  of  a  man  was  found  lying  at 
the  head  of  a  horse,  which  latter  had  been 
standing  in  the  yard.  The  body  of  the  man 
was  so  mutilated  that  the  remains  could  not 
be  recognized. 

linmediately  after  the  explosion,  the  con- 
cussion breaking  all  the  glass  in  the  vicinity, 
the  latter,  in  its  descent  in  fine  particles, 
resembled  a  fall  of  snow,  and  paasers-by 
had  to  shield  their  eyes. 

One  curious  effect  of  the  explosion  was  to 
impregnate  every  scrap  of  broken  wood 
arouud  with  the  compound  to  such  a  degree 
that  a  blow  with  a  hammer  will  cause  the 
slightest  chip  to  explode  with  a  report  like 
a  musket. 

TUB  KILLED,  WOUNDID  AND  MISSISO. 

Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s  establishment,  is  the 
most  public  place  in  the  city,  and  is  always 
crowded  at  the  hour  of  the  day  at  which 
the  explosion  occurred.  The  Union  Club 
rooms  and  the  area  below  contained  many 
people  at  the  moment  whose  names  may  be 
recollected,  and  it  is  therefore  impossible  to 
say  how  many  were  really  killed  or  injured. 
It  is  known  however  that  nine  persons  were 
killed  ;  12  severely  injured  ;  and  more  than 
t>0  slightly  injured.  Two  others  are  known 
to  be  missing.

It  is  estimated  that  the  total  damage  by 
the  destruction  of  glass  alone  cannot  be  less 
than  $50,000,  and  the  total  loss  to  property 
of  every  description  by  the  explosion  can 
hardly  foot  up  under  $200,000;  it  may  reach 
a  far  larger  figure.

Mn.  Bkechkb's  Expbkiekce.— Rev.  Hen- 
ry Ward  Beecher  told  his  religious  experi- 
ence at  one  of  his  recent  conference  meet- 
ings  in  Brooklyn.  He  said  he  was  a  pro- 
fessor of  religion  for  some  years  before  he 
was  a  Christian.  After  graduating  at 
Amherst  he  began  the  study  of  theologv  at 
Cincinnati,  and  was  still  not  only  not  a 
Christian,  but  skepticaL  The  influence  of 
his  father  decided  him  to  study 
the  sons  had  swung  off  into  skepticism  and 
should  another  follow  it  would  break  the 
old  man's  heart.  He  did  not  intend  to  be  a 
minister.  The  study  of  theology  would  not 
htirt  him,  and  he  need  not  go  into  the  work 
when  the  course  was  completed.  Without 
conversion  and  without  believing  in  Chris- 
tianity he  became  a  student  of  theoloey 
While  in  the  seminary  some  ladies  belong- 
ing to  the  first  families  of  Cincinnati,  con- 
nected with  the  Second  church,  urged  him 
to  become  teacher  in  a  Bible  class.  What 
could  he  do?  He  who  was  not  an  experi- 
mental Christian,  but  was  skeptical, 
how  could  he  teach  in  what  he  did  not  know, 
and  how  could  be  teach  in  what  he  did  not 
believe  ?

money. 

Two  boats  loaded,  it  is  supposed,  with 
Fenians,  effected  a  landing  on  Indian  Island, 
near  Eastport,  en  the  21st,  and  several 
rounds  of  shot  were  exchanged.  The  Brit- 
ish war  steamer  Niger  steamed  from  Campo 
Bello  to  the  scene  of  action,  when  the  Fe- 
nians retreated. 

It  is  reported  that  Spain  is  actively  pre- 
paring for  the  coming  shock  of  the  great 
European  war.  Her  Mediterranean  posi 
tions  are  being  reinforced.  It  is  thought 
that  an  offer  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  of  mediation  between  Spain  and  her 
enemies  on  the  Pacific  would  be  very  agree* 
able  to  the  Cabinet  of  the  Queen. 

Recent  Mexican  advices  state  that  Maxi- 
millian  has  effected  a  loan  in  Europe.  A 
large  quantity  of  arms  shipped  from  New 
York,  had  arrived  at  Vera  Cruz,  for  -he  use 
of  the  Imperialists.  Twenty  thousand  Aus- 
trian troops  have  been  shipped  for  Mexico 
since  the  Fr-nch  Government  announced  its 
intention  of  withdrawing  its  contingent. 

Newspaper  accounts  from  Texas,  Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Alabama, 
Georgia,  Florida,  South  Carolina  and  North 
Carolina,  represent  the  growing  crop  of  cot- 
ton as  seriously  impaired  by  cold  weather, 
heavy  rains,  and  the  overflow  of  cotton 
lands,  and  stands  are  bad.  Defective  #eed, 
in  a  great  measure,  is  the  cause  of  failure. 

The  President  has  approved  the  following 
bills  and  joint  resolutions :  authorizing  the 
coinage  of  copper  and  nickel*  five  cent 
pieces ;  levying  a  duty  of  twenty  per  cent, 
on  imported  horses,  cattle,  swine  and  sheep; 
giving  the  Vice- Admiral  a  Secretary,  and 
authorizing  the  selection  of  a  proper  cite  in 
the  city  of  New  Y'ork  for  a  Postofflce  build- 
ing. 

The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  lately 
received  from  the  Royal  Agricultural  So- 
ciety of  Austria  a  very  fine  collection  of 
choice  seeds,  donated  to  the  United  States 
for  experimental  purposes.  He  is  of  the 
opinion  that  many  of  these  seeds  are  adapt- 
ed to  the  American  climate,  and  will  there- 
by prove  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  country. 

Much  surprise  is  expressed  in  Washing- 
ton at  the  conduct  of  Baron  Stoeckel,  the 
Russian  Minister,  in  calling  upon  Senor 
Romero.  Mr.  Romero  is  not  recognized  by 
any  other  members  of  the  Diplomatic  Corps 
in  Washington,  not  from  personal  considera- 
One  of  tions  at  all,  but  because  he  is  regarded  as 
not  representing  any  court  or  legitimate 
Government. 

The  House  Committee  has  had  up  the 
Mexican  question,  and  in  their  discussion 
the  Monroe  Doctrine  was  adhered  to.  As 
to  guaranteeing  the  $50,000,000  bonds,  the 
committee  thought  it  best  to  sell  to  Mexico 
war  material  or  ships,  or  even  to  take  her 
bonds  in  payment,  rather  than  guarantee 
any  of  her  indebtedness,  but  the  House 
probably  could  not  be  brought  to  either  in- 
dorse or  sell  on  credit,  while  the  Senate 
surely  could  not. 

A  fearful  explosion  took  place  on  board 
tbe  steam  tug  Lion  near  Hochelaga,  on  the 
St.  Lawrence  river,  on  the  15th  inst.  The 
boiler  exploded,  large  pieces  being  thrown 
into  the  air  and  landed  on  shore  about  26 
yards  distant.  It  is  sjpposed  that  six  lives 
were  lost  by  the  accident.  About  30  per- 
sons were  on  board.  The  captain  had  a 
miraculous  escape,  having  been  thrown  30 
feet  in  the  air,  and  having  fallen  into  the 
river.

Sev- 
enty-seven miles  of  this  road  have  already 
been  completed.  Its  owners  claim  that  it 
will  be  worth  $12,000,000  when  completed. 
Four  or  five  millions  will  be  necessary  to 
finish  it.  This  line  is  intended  to  be  a  part 
of  the  route  provided  for  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific railroad  in  the  Senate  bill  reported  by 
Senator  Brown  of  MissourL  Fremont  obli 
gates  himself  to  finish  it  within  four  years 
from  the  date  of  purchase. 

A  destructive  fire  visited  the  town  of 
Hudson,  Wis  ,  on  the  19th,  destroying  the 
whole  business  portion  of  the  town.  Loss 
estimated  at  $350.0(0,  the  insurance  on 
which  is  jibout  SlOO.COO.  The  telegraph 
line  was  destroyed  the  whole  length  of  the 
town.  Only  one  place  of  business  was  left 
standing.  Several  handsomedwellings  were 
among  the  property  destroyed  by  the  con- 
flagration. The  cause  of  the  fire  is  un- 
known. 

Mr.  Pike  has  written  a  letter  to  a  citizen 
of  Cincinnati,  in  which  he  says  he  will  re- 
build the  Opera  House,  provided  the  public 
of  Cincinnati  will  purchase  $150,000  worth 
of  tickets  for  the  first  season— the  money  to 
be  subscribed  at  once.  If  this  is  done,  he 
engages  to  make  the  Opera  House  more 
magnificent  than  ever,  give  double  the  facil- 
ities for  ingress  and  egress,  and  have  it 
completed  by  the  16lh  of  March,  1867. 

On  the  19th  inst.,  the  handsome  railroad 
and  carriage  bridge  on  the  Milwaukee  and 
St.  Paul  Railroad,  over  the  Wisconsin  river 
at  Kilbourn  City,  was  destroyed  by  fire, 
which  doubtless  originated  from  sparks  from 
a  locomotive.  This  line  had  been  hauling 
over  it  more  than  50,000  bushels  of  wheat 
per  day,  and  large  quantities  of  other 
freight,  all  of  which  traffic  will  have  to  be 
suspended.  One  effect  of  the  disaster  was 
to  raise  the  wheat  market,  already  abnor- 
mally high,  nine  cents  per  bushel  within 
two  hours.  Kilbourn  bridge  was  built  in 
1857  anl  cost  about  $25,000.  It  was  450 
feet  long,  and  72  feet  above  the  water,  of 
the  Howe  truss  plan,  very  thoroughly  built, 
and  the  best  railroad  bridge  in  the  State. 
It  will  be  rebuilt  within  two  months.

Xlie  *»Fro»t  Flower  "of  Russia 
Produced  in  Iio»ton. 

A  Boston  journal  describes  an  extraordi- 
nary   "frost   flower"  of  Ku>sia,  whicti  has 
been  produced,  it  is  said,  in  Boston  in  a  tem- 
perature of  artificial   cold,   in  the  following 
way:    This   wonderful  plant,    or    flower,  is 
found   only  on   the   northern   bcunttarits  of 
Siberia,  wliere  the  snow  is  eternal      it  was 
discovered  in  1763  by  Count  Swino.-kcff.  the 
eminent  Russian  botanibt.   who  was  enno- 
bled for  hia  di  covery.     Bursting  from  the 
frozen  snow  on  the  first  day  ot  ttie  year,  it 
grows   to   the    beighth   of   three   feet,    and 
flowers  on  the  third  day,   remains  in  flower 
for  twenty-four  hours,  and  then    dissclves 
itself  into  its  original  element— stem,  leaves 
and  flowers  being  of  the  whitest  snow     The 
stalk   is  about   one   inch   in   di  meter ;   the 
leaves,  three  in  number,  in  the  broadest  part 
are  an  inch  and  a  half  ia   width   and  are 
covered   with  infinitesimal  cones   of  snow ; 
they  grow  only  on  one  side  of  the  staik,  to 
the  north,   curving  gracefully   in   tne  same 
direction.      The  flower,    when  fully  expiicd- 
ed,  is  in  shape  of  a  perfect  star ;  the  petals 
are   three  inches  in   length,   half  an   inch 
wide  in   the  broadest  parts,   and  tapering 
sharply  to  a  point.     These  are   also   inter- 
laced one  witti  another,  in  a  beautiful  man- 
ner,  forming  the   most   delicate    ba^ket   of 
frost  work   that   the  eye  ever  btheld;  for 
truly  this  is  frost  work  the  most  wotidertul. 
The  antlers  are  five  in  number,  and  on  the 
third  day  after  the  birth  of  the  "flower%f 
snow"  are  to  be  seen  on    the   extremities 
thereof,  trembling  and  g  iitering  like  dia- 
monds, the  seeds  of  this  wonderful  flower; 
about  as  large  as  a  pin's  head.     The  old 
botanist  says,    when  first    he   beheld   this 
flower.    "I  was  dumb   with    astonishment 
filled  with  wonderment,   which  gave  wiy  to 
joy  the  most  exstalic  on  beholding  this  won- 
derful work  of  nature,  this  remarkable  phe- 
nomenon   of    snow.       To    see    this    flower 
springing  from  the  snowy  desert — born  of 
its  own  composite  atoms.      I   touched   the 
stem  of  one  lightly,  but  it  fell  at  my  touch, 
and  a  morsel  of  snow  only  remained  in  my 
hand."     Gathering  some  of  the  flowers  in 
snow,  in  order  to  preserve  the  little  dia- 
mond-like seeds,  he  hied  to  St.  Petersburg, 
with,  to  him,  the  greatest  prize  of  his  life- 
time.    All  through  the  year  they  were  kept 
in  enow,  and  on  the  first  day  of  the  year 
following  the  court  of  St,  Petersburg  were 
delighted    with   the   bursting   forth   of  the 
wonderful    "  frost   flower."     Our   friend  in 
Boston  succeeded  in  obtaining   several  of 
the  seeds,  and  all  through  the  summer  and 
autumn  they  have  been  imbedded   in  enow 
brought   at  great  expense  from  the  White 
Mountains  and  the  coast  of  Labrador  ;  and 
they  now  have  the  most  unbounded   satis- 
faction and  pleasure  in  announcing  that  all 
signs  are  favorable  to  the  realization  of  their 
fondest  hopes,  the  production  of  the  "flower 
of  snow."     The  snow  and  ice  are  in  a  large 
glass   refrigerator,    with    the    thermometer 
forty-five  degrees  below  zero,  and  the  solid 
bed  of  snow  has  already  begun  to  show  little 
fissures  and  a  slight  bulging  in  the  centre  : 
unmistakable  evidences  of  the  forthcoming 
of  the  phenomenon.

Colorado  woilld  have,  in  the 
8enate,  two  vote-^,  wnilc  New  York  has  no 
more,  liieqn'i'ties  of  this  chartcier  have 
already  occiiNl  but  it  is  believed  none 
have  hapf  CL  ft  .vnere  the  inequalny  was  so 
great  VVbeu  su^rh  inequality  has  tjeen  al- 
lowed, Congress  is  supposed  to  have  per- 
mitted It  on  the  ground  of  some  high  public 
necessity,  and  under  circumstances  which 
promised  that  it  would  rapidly  disappear 
through  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
ncwly-admititd  State.  Thus,  in  regard  to 
the  several  States  in  what  was  formerly 
C!*llfcd  the  Northwest  Territory,  lying  east 
of  the  .Mississippi,  their  rapid  advance  in 
population  remiered  it  certain  that  Stales 
admitted  with  only  one  or  two  Uepresenta- 
tives  in  Congress  would,  in  a  very  short 
period,  be  entitled  to  a  great  increase  of 
representation.  So,  when  California  was 
admitted,  on  the  ground  of  coniBiercial  and 
political  exigencie-',  it  was  well  lorcseen 
that  that  State  was  destined  rapidly  to  be- 
come a  great,  prosperous,  and  important 
mining  and  commercial  communi;y.  In  the 
case  of  Colorado,  I  am  not  aware  that  any 
national  exigency,  either  of  a  political  or 
commercial  nature,  requires  a  departure 
from  the  law  of  equality  which  has  been  so 
generally  adhered  to  in  our  history.  If  in- 
formation submitted  in  connection  with  this 
bill  is  reliable,  Colorado,  instead  of  increas- 
ing, has  declined  in  population.  At  an 
election  for  members  of  a  Territorial  Legis- 
lature, held  in  1861,  10.580  votes  were  cast. 
At  the  election  before  mentioned,  in  I8t;4, 
the  number  was  0,192;  while  at  the  regular 
election  held  in  18G5,  which  is  assumed  for 
a  basis  of  legislative  action  at  this  time,  the 
aggregate  number  of  the  votes  was  o,90o 
Sincerely  anxiuus  for  the  welfare  and  pro- 
sperity of  every  Territory  and  State,  as  well 
as  for  the,. prosperity  and  welfare  of  the 
whole  Unioh,  I  regret  this  apparent  decline 
of  population  in  Colorado,  but  it  is  manifest 
that  It  is  due  to  emigration  which  is  going 
on  from  that  Territory  into  other  regions

If,  however 
Colorado  has  not  really  declined  in  popula- 
tion, another  census,  or  another  election 
under  the  authority  of  Congress,  would  place 
the  question  beyond  doubt,  and  cause  but 
little  delay  in  the  ultimate  reception  of  the 
Territory  as  a  State,  if  desired  by  the 
people. 

Tte  tenor  of  these  objections  furnishes 
the  reply  which  may  be  expected  to  an  ar- 
gument in  favor  of  the  measure  derived 
from  the  enabling  act  which  was  passed  by 
Congress  on  the  21sl  day  of  March,  1804. 
Although  Congress  then  supposed  that  the

The  condition  of  the  Union  at  the  present 
fflomcnt  IS  calculated  to  inspire  caution  in 
regard  to  the  admission  of  new  States 
Eleven  of  the  old  States  have  been  for  some 
time,  and  still  r.marn.  unrepresented  in 
Congress.  It  is  a  common  interest  of  all 
the  States,  as  well  those  represented  as 
those  unrepresented,  that  the  integrity  and 
harmony  of  the  Union  should  be  restored  as 
completely  as  possible,  so  that  all  those  who 
are  expected  to  bear  the  burdens  of  the 
Federal  Government  shall  be  consulted  con- 
cerning the  admission  of  new  Stales,  an.l 
Ihat,  in  the  meantime,  no  new  State  'shall 
be  prematurely  and  unnecessarily  admitted

iVame  ol*  Weisiits  uu«l  Measures. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Polytechnic  branch 
of  the  American  Institute  held  April  19th, 
thtro  was  an  interesting  discussion  on  the 
importance  of  legalizing  iu  this  country  tho 
decimal  system  of  weights  tind  measures,  ac- 
cording to  the  French  standard,  already  rn 
use  among  scientific  men  of  all  nations,  and 
which  will  probably  be  soon  adopted  in 
Great  Britain.  A  new  point  was  raised  re- 
garding the  nomenclature.  The  Chairman, 
Prof.  Ttllman,  said  there  could  be  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  utility  of  the  proposed  reform, 
wbich  would  effect  a  great  saving  of  time 
and  labor  in  making  computations,  yet  in 
adopting  the  decimal  system  of  weights  and 
measures,  we  should  be  careful  to  designate 
the  d.ciroals  by  names  which  could  be 
re  ulily  distinguished  and  easily  pronounced 
It  appeared  to  him  that  a  serious  evil  would 
ari.-'e  from  usin^;  the  French  nomenclature, 
wiiieh  disiiugai^hes  the  multiples  of  the 
unit  by  prefixes  derivid  from  the  Greek, 
and  the  drrisions  of  the  unit  by  prefixes  de- 
rived from  the  Latin  language.  In  some 
cases  there  is  a  perplexing  similarity  of 
names ;  for  instance^  a  decameter  is  equal 
to  one  hundred  decimeters,  the  only  differ- 
ence between  these  names  is  in  the  fourth 
letter.  Although  the  pronunciation  of  these 
names  expresses  the  distinction  between 
them,  it  is  probable  that  errors  would  often 
arise  in  writing  these  words.  To  obviate 
this  objection,  and  to  make  the  distinction 
between  the  whole  series  of  names  more 
plain,  the  Ollair  proposed  that  prefixes  to 
the  unit  be  used  to  express  the  multiplica 
tion  or  increase  of  the  unit  by  ten,  and  that 
suffixes  be«dded  fO'%xpres4  the  division  or 
decrease  of  the  unit  by  ten.  It  is  best  to 
retain  these  prefixes  as  nearly  like  the 
French  as  is  consistent  with  easy  pronunci- 
atioD,  but  the  suffixes  derived  from  the 
Laiin  cinnot  be  easily  aoded.  .After  a 
numerous  coinage  of  names,  the  following 
were  selected  as  the  best  adapted  to  common 
use.

A  j'new  portable,  self-acting  fire  engine" 
ban  bfen  experimented  with  in  France.  It 
is  claimed  that  it  may  be  operated  by  a  boy, 
and  that  it  is  efiioacious  for  an  indefinite 
period.

Two  machines  attacked  this  formidable  con- 
flagration, and  in  one  minute  and  a  half  it 
was  utterly  subdued.  Both  raft  and  tank 
were  re  lit,  and  even  more  speedily  extin- 
guished than  the  first  time.

The  last  paragraph  was 
intended  to  be  attached  to  an  item  ac 
knowledging  the  receipt  through  him  of 
JSO,(KK)  by  the  Five  Points  mission  of  New 
York,  but  the  printer  got  it  in  the  wrong 
place.

Of 
the  remain  ler,  'JG,089  died  in  battle  or  of 
wounds,  while  184,331  died  of  disease. 
The  number  of  white  troops  enlisted  was 
about  12,5011,000.  Tbe  number  of  deaths 
among  them  was  251.112,  or  one  deat^  out 
of  ten.  The  number  of  colored  troops  wus 
180,000,  of  whom  59.208  died,  or  about  one 
»ul  of  six,  being  nearly  double  that  of  the 
deaths  among  the  white  troopn.  Out  of 
every  eight  deaths  among  the  white  troops, 
three,  died  on  the  field  of  battle,  nnd  five 
from  disease.  Of  every  niue  deaihs'amcug 
the  blacks,  one  died  on  the  field  of'biittte 
and  eight  from  discise.  The  mortaliiy 
among  the  volunteers  was  nearly.  15  p«r 
onnt.  greater  than  amflng  the  regui;irs. 
These  t'talistic*  are  taken  from  otrici.*l 
records;  but,  while  they  give  the  numbi'V 
of  those  who  died  in  the  service,  they  make 
no  mention  of  the  host  obliged  to  leave  the 
army,  and  who  wput  home  to  die.

The  last  exhibit  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Currency  shows  that  there  are  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  fifty  national  banks,  with 
an  aggregatd  circulation  amounting  to 
$27G,.J30,.510,  which  is  secured  by  bonds 
held  by  the  United  States  Treasurer,  esti- 
mated at  $324,304,3-30.  The  total  capital  is 
$114,921,470. 

The  recent  attempt  upon  the  life  of  Count 
Bismark  was  made  by  a  young  man,  a  step- 
son of  the  well  known  republican  refugee 
in  London,  Kail  Blind.  Count  Bismark 
himself  seized  the  would-be  assassin,  who, 
after  being  taken  to  jail,  contrived  to  stab 
himeslf  nine  times  in  the  throat,  and  died 
the  next  morning  of  his  wounds.

Jeff  Davis  has  been  allowed  the  freedoa 
of  Fort  Monroo  ou  his  parole.  Messrs. 
Shea  and  O'Conor,  his  council,  are  allowed 
free  access  to  the  Fort,  and  private  inter- 
views at  any  time.  It  is  thought  Ihat  bis 
trial  will  be  postponed  until  August  or  Sep- 
tember next,  in  consequence  of  the  strong 
feeling  in  Richmond  on  the  subject. 

The  Wetern  division  of  the  Fenian  army 
passed  through  Indianapolis  on  the  28th, 
tn  route  for  Buffalo,  on  a  special  tra4n  over 
the  Bellefontaine  road.  The  majority  of 
them  came  from  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  the 
party  were  joined  by  .about  a  hundred  from 
Indianapolis.  There  were  about  700  Jilto- 
gether.  They  go  to  take  part  in  President 
Roberts's  grand  June  demonstration  on 
Canada.  Arms  and  hard  tack  accompanied 
them.

"This  is  worse  than  war — let  us  fight  at 
once  I'  At  Florence,  Genoa,  Leghorn,  and 
Spczzla  the  streets  are  animated  by  exoited 
bands  Binging  Garibaldi  bymus ;  in  fact, 
Italy  htis  pone  mad.  Victor  Emauuel  has 
said  that  if  war  did  not  take  place  he  would 
be  compelled  to  abdicate. 

Postmaster  General  Dennison,  in  the  oon- 
cludingporion  of  hisspeech  at  ihcserenade 
in  Washington  on  the  22d,  said  :  The  the- 
ory of  the  Executive  programme  for  the  res- 
toration of  the  Southern  States  looked  lo 
an  early  admission  of  loyal  Senators  and 
Representatives,  while  the  Congressional 
programme  looks  4o  dejay,  conditioned  upon 
the  adoption  of  certain  constitutional 
amendments.

Indeed,  CoD((re88  a^d  the 
President  were  nearer,  together  than  they 
were  at  the  meeting  of  Congress.

Ciilvi  Fletcher,  of  Indianapolis,  a  promi- 
nent lawyer  and  banker,  and  probably  the 
wealthiest  man  in  the  State,  died  on  the 
27th. 

A  fire  occurred  on  the  22d  inst.  at  St. 
Clairsville,  Belmont  county,  Ohio,  by  which 
an  entire  equare  was  destroyed.  The  loss 
is  variously  estimated  at  from  $150,000  to 
$200,000. 

Chas.  A.  Dana,  formerly  of  the  New  Y'ork 
Triltune,  after waids  Assistant  Secretary  of 
War,  and  more  recently  editor-iu-chief  of 
the  Chicago  Jiepul/liean,  haa  just  resigned 
the  last  named  position. 

The  steamer  Leonora,  bound  for  Fort  Ben- 
ton, was  burned  below  Y'anktou  City,  ia  the 
Upper  Missouri,  on  the  24th.  Loss  on  the 
bo*t,  $25,000;  insured  for  $15,00.  Her 
valuable  cargo  was  insured. 

A  Mrs.  Galloway,  living  in  Tipton  town- 
ship, Iowa,  was  bitteu  by  a  rattlesnake  on 
Saturday  of  week  before  last.  Every  rem- 
edy was  administered,  but  all  to  no  avail, 
for  the  poor  woman  continued  to  grow 
worse  until  a  week  ago  to-day,  when  sae 
died. 

A  prisoner  in  the  Wisconsin  Penitentiary, 
having  previously  prepared  a  '«ey  where- 
with to  make  his  exit  through  the  cook  room 
door,  secreted  himself  in  the  oven,  where, 
after  a  little  search,  he  waa  found,  the  ther 
mometer  sianding  14l)  degrees  waen  placed 
iu  the  oven. 

Mr.  J.  U.  Stevens,  keeper  of  a  billiard 
saloon  at  Wilmington,  111.,  wj's  killed  re- 
cently by  jumping  from  an  express  wagon. 
One  of  his  feet  struck  upon  a  round  stone, 
which  turned,  and  he  received  a  compound 
fracture  of  the  leg,  which  was  afterward 
amputated,  but  the  operation  did  not  avail 
to  ^atoi  his  life. 

.  At  Centralia,  III,  on  the  I9th,  Pros.  Willey 
was  shot  and  killed  by  Milton  J.  Skillington. 
The  killing  seems  to  have  been  deliberate 
murder,  Skillinton  having  participated  in  a 
charivari  given  to  Willey,  who  was  recently 
married,  aud  afterwards  induced  a  quarrel 
Jjy  abusing  the  ladies  of  Willey's  house. 

The  Charleston  Courier,  describing  a  heavy 
hail  storm  which  occurred  recently  in  Coles 
county,  says  :  "  A  gentleman  living  some 
three  miles  north  of  this  city  informs  us 
that  he  verily  believes  that  150  bushels  of 
hail  might  have  been  gathered  in  one  fence 
corner  iu  his  neighborhood!

YralulMir  ibo  Tomato. 

In  onltiTaling  the  tomato  in  large  market 
gardens,  the  plants  are  usually  pinched  bo- 
tore  Iheir  final  transplanting,  and  they  arc 
then  left  to  grow  without  any  support,  but 
in  small  gardens,  not  only  is  greater  neat- 
ness observed  by  taki  ig  some  pains  to  Irain 
the  plants,  but  the  fruit  is  impri^ved  both  in 
quantity  and  quality.  There  are  several 
methods  of  training.  One  of  which,  if  not 
altogether  tlit^  simplest  is  one  of  the  neat 
est,  is  described  by  Mr.  O.  M.  Chil  Is,  of 
Hancock  county,  Illinois.  "As  poou  as 
the  plants  are  large  enough,  transplant  to 
rich,  light  soil,  one  in  a  hill,  aud  at  least 
five  feet  apart  each  way.  At  least  once  »i 
week,  scoop  the  earih  away  from  around 
ihe  plant  aud  pour  on  a  ([uart  or  more  ot 
soap  suds.  When  the  plant  commences  to 
branidi,  cut  otf  llio  outer  branches;  tlli^ 
will  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  siz-  ol 
the  slock  and  cause  it  to  grow  bu>hy.  After 
the  plants  are  sixteen  to  ei^iiieen  inches 
high,  ihey  should  be  provided  wiih  frames. 
I  mike  mine  liy  spUiting  st  ludards  from 
pine  hoards  five  and  a  half  feet  long  an-l 
sharpen  their  lower  ends.  To  thebesian 
ilaid-i  are  nailed  slats  mud?  by  sawing  four 
feet  laih<i  into  three  pieces.  The  fiaaie" 
are  made  sixteen  inches  j-quire.  nailing  he 
lower  slats  at  fifteen  inches  from  the  boiloiii 
of  Ihe  standards,  the  upper  ones  at  the  top. 
with  others  milway  bi-iwi'en  the  two 
frames  made  in  this  way  have  been  m  use 
five  years,  and  wiih  li'tle  repiiiirjg  will 
last  some  yi  irs  longer.  W  hen  the  branches 
extend  b-.-yond  the  slais  and  over  the  top  oi 
the  frame,  clip  them,  leavioijone  loat  above 
the  fruit  utems,  and  continu->  to  do  this 
ihroiiulioMt  the  season.  The  plant,  trained 
thus  and  showing  its  ripe  nnd  ripening  Iruil, 
tbrms  a  innsi  beiuuiful  object,  and  one  to 
maio  grown  in  this  wiy  is  worth  a  dozen  as 
usually  cultivaii'd.  Last  year  1  had  twenty- 
four  plants,  from  which  I  gatiierod  an 
abund:i.nce  of  fruit  for  table  use  and  can- 
ning for  a  f.imily  of  five  persons,  besides 
dislribuiing  from  five  to  ^ix  bushels  among 
ray  friends.  No  one  need  be  afraid  of 
using  ihe  knife  freely,  as  there  is  no  danger 
that  the  plant  will  not  fruit  abundantly.  In 
my  exp:*rienoe  the  dilliculty  has  hvcn  to 
kci'p  it  from  fruiting  too  much." — The  Hor- 
ticulturist.

A  gentleman  of  experience  gives  as  his 
opinion  that  .a  good  mowing  machine  will 
save  a  farmer  ou  an  average,  one  eighth  of 
his  crop  of  gr-iss,  aside  from  the  fact  tha* 
"haying  is  done"'  much  f^ooner,  and  thereby 
a  great  saving  must  be  made.  He  says  the 
average  height  of  grass  is  about  sixteen 
inches,  and  that  a  machine  mows  an  average, 
iwo  inches  closer  than  ihe  scythe,  thus 
saving  two  inches  of  grass  over  the  whole 
surface  If  a  niin  cuts  forty  tons  of  hay 
with  a  mowing  nucbine,  he  saves  five  tons 
of  hay,  as  he  would  not  have  got  but  thirty- 
five  tons  with  the  ecythe.  Calling  hay 
worth,  upon  Ihe  average,  $8  per  ton,  there 
is  a  saving  of  $40  a  year  in  hay,  to  say 
nothing  of  labor.

TtNNTsow  is  53  years  old;  has  a  weak 
shuffling  gait ;  wears  glasses  most  of  the 
time :  generally  dresses  in  gray  clothes  ; 
has  a  melancholy,  ruminating  voice  ;  and 
wears,  when  his  features  are  in  repose,  an 
expression  of  classical,  habitual  sadness. 

The  Hartford  Courant  says  the  monument 
to  Col.  Samuel  Colt,  the  revolver  man,  about 
to  be  placed  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery,  in  that 
city,  will  cost  about  $25,000.  it  is  of 
Scotch  granite,  40  feet  high,  and  sur- 
mounted by  a  beautiful  figure—"  The  An- 
gel of  the  Kesurrection."

— Prof.  Blot  believes  in  variety  as  the 
spioe  of  life.  He  said  in  a  recent  lecture 
delivered  at  Boston,  that  there  are  only 
seven  difi'erent  kinds  of  food,  and  just 
seven  thousand  different  ways  of  cooking 
them. 

— A  French  professor  has  discover«d  that 
the  earth  does  not  move  so  fast  as  it  did 
2,000  years  ago.  The  learned  man  com- 
putes that  one  thousand  six  hundred  millions 
of  years  hence  it  will  come  to  a  stand  still 
This  prediction  may  or  may  not  be  a  month 
or  two  out  of  the  way. 

— The  Portland  Argus  says  that  Captain 
J.  J.  Boyd  has  secured  a  patent  which  will 
make  a  complete  revolution  in  applying 
buttons  to  garments.  By  this  invention 
buttons  can  be  attached  to  any  part  of  the 
wearing  apparel  witnout  the  use  of  thread. 
The  invention  consists  solely  in  making  the 
button  with  a  spiral  wire  to  be  inserted  into 
the  cloth  like  a  corkscrew,  and  then  pressed 
down  fiat  so  as  to  form  a  ring  to  hold  the 
button  in  place. 

— The  famous  life  siie  equestrian  portrait 
of  General  Scott,  ordered  ?y  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  in  1857,  which  they  re- 
fused to  accept  when  the  General  declined 
to  become  a  traitor  for  them,  is  clothed  now, 
at  his  decease,  with  additional  interest.  It 
was  painted  by  Edward  Troye,  a  native  of 
Switzerland.  The  General  sat  for  the  pic- 
ture t  West  Point  and  selected  Chepultepeo 
for  the  scene.  It  is  the  largest  equestrian 
portrait  ever  produced  in  this  country,  and 
is  now  in  the  CanituI  at  Washington. 

— M.  Melsens,  a  French  chemist,  has 
found  that  tobacco  from  various  countries 
contains  nicotine  in  very  different 
proportions.  In  tobacco  from  some 
parts  of  France  there  is  7.96  per 
cent.  of  nicotine;  whilst  Havana 
tobacco  contains  only  2  per  cent.  He  pro 
poses  to  smokers  a  way  of  preserving  them 
from  the  effects  of  the  alkaloid,  by  putting 
into  the  tube  of  the  pipe  or  cigar  holder  a  \ 
little  ball  of  cotton,  impregnated  with 
citric  and  tennic  acids.  As  the  smoke 
passes  through  the  cotton,  it  will  deposit 
the  nicotine  therein,  in  the  shape  of  tannato 
and  citrate.

He  sets  on  young  side-shoots  near  the  bot- 
tom of  the  parent  or  main  stem  and  as 
close  to  it  as  it  can  be  done.  He  uses  bass 
wood  matting  for  bandaging  the  grafts,  and 
over  all  some  moistened  moss.  He  has  had 
them  to  ripen  from  ten  to  twelve  feet  of 
wood  in  one  season. 
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At  (he  recent  sheep  fair  in  Ripon,  Wis., 
Mr.  F.  B.  Ellsworth  exhibited  a  natural 
monstrosity  in  the  shape  of  a  lamb  with 
eight  legs,  two  bodies  as  far  a-,  the  shoulders 
snd  only  one  head  and  neck.

A  New  Method  to  Preseuvk  Meat.— 
Prof.  Hofman,  of  Berlin,  Germany,  dis- 
closed to  a  meeting  of  naturalists  a  new 
method  of  preserving  meats,  for  which  Dr, 
Redwood  of  London  obtained  a  patent.  It 
is  this  :  The  meat  is  submerged  for  a  short 
time  in  the  tasteless  and  oderless  paraffine, 
as  it  has  been  manufactured  by  an  im- 
proved method  of  distillation,  made  from 
the  "Bagdad  Cannel"  coal.  Then  the 
meat  is  taken  out  of  this  parafflne,  which 
becomes  hardened.  This  coating  may  be 
made  thick  at  pleasure  by  repeated  sub- 
mersions.

Bbkt  Roots  and  Tkichinosxs.— The  state- 
ment recently   made  in  the  London  Nevs, 
that  pigs  are  infected  with  trichinosis  from 
eating  beet-root,    appears  to  be  incorrect. 
The  report  seems  to  have  originally  arisen 
from  the  fact  that  in  Saxony,  where  the  ter- 
rible outbreak  tirst  took  place  last  year,  are 
a  great  numb  <r  of  large  sujtar  factories,'  and 
the  refuse  and  disease  i  beet-roots  are  there 
made  use  of  as  food  for  pige.     The  assump- 
tion gained  a  certain  <1egree  of  support  from 
the  investigation  of  the  late  Prof  Schacht 
who  found  in  the   roots   of  the  beet,    when 
diseased,  little  rounded  forms  visible  to  the 
naked  eye,  which  upon  closer  investigaiion, 
proved  to  be  capsules  containing  small  eggs 
or  animals,  which  in  many  respects  bore  a 
resemblance  lo  the  trichine.     It  was  conse- 
quently thought  that  it  was  the  cau^ie  of  in- 
fection,   that     the    introduction    of    these 
capsules  into  the  swine  was  followed  by  the 
development  of  trichines.     Prof.   Virchow, 
of  Berlin,  however,    slated  in  a  speech  at 
the  commencement  of  this  year  that  Profes- 
sor Schacht  found  on  further  investigation 
these  were  not  trichines.     At  the  outbreak 
of  Heder«leben,  a  Frankfort  physician.  Dr.  I 
Stein,  made  a  thorough  examination  of  these 
worms  in  beet-root,  and  found  they  were  in 
no  way  connected  with  the  trichine  epidem- 
ic.    Professor   Virchow,    in    remarking  on 
these  observations,  said  :  "This,  therefore, 
as  a  source  of  the  trichine   can  be  looked 
upon  as  set  aside."

How  D«KP  TO  Pl*nt  Corn.— Several  ex- 
periments have  been  made,  in  order  to  as- 
certain the  proper  depth  at  which  to  plant 
corn,  and  by  one  of  them  it  was  discovered 
that  when  it  was  planted  three  inches  deep, 
it  came  up  and  grew  well  until  it  was  three 
or  four  inches  high,  and  then  stopped  for  a 
fortnight,  while  the  corn  in  the  same  field 
planted  at  a  less  depth  grew  rapidly.  On 
examination,  it  was  found  that  a  joint  had 
been  formed  about  an  inch  and  a  half  above 
the  kernel,  and  that  the  roots  had  sprouted 
out  from  that  joint,  leaving  all  below  to 
perish.  While  the  process  of  changing 
roots  waa  going  on,  the  plants  ceased  to 
grow  above  ground,  but  in  about  a  fortnight 
recovered  their  vigor,  and  they  were  about 
that  length  of  time  later  in  maturing  the 
gram  than  the  seeds  which  were  planted 
shallower. 

The  following  experiment  was  made  by 
Burger,  in  Germany,  in  order  to  ascertain 
the  proper  depth  for  planting  this  grain.

Much  damage  to  the 
crop  arises  from  planting  when  the  soil  is  at 
the  wrong  temperature,  and  it  has  been  said 
that  if  the  time  ever  arrives  when  the  aver- 
age crop  of  the  country  equals  the  premium

The  Canadian  Parliament  on  the  8th,  by 
unanimous  vote,  passed  a  bill  suspending 
the  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

Gen.  Sweeny  has  been  released  from  ar- 
rest after  giving  bail  to  the  amount  of 
$25,000  to  appear  for  trial 

A  New  York  dispatch  says  it  is  supposed 
that  both  factions  of  the  Fenians  will  now 
adopt  Stephen's  plan  of  operations. 

The  New  York  Herald,  of  whose  reliabil- 
ity the  public  can  best  judge,  has  the  news 
that  a  Fenian  privateer  recently  sailed  from 
New  York,  intending  to  capture  a  Cunard 
steamer. 

The  President,  in  response  to  a  despatch 
from  the  Hon.  George  H.  Pendleton  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Fenian  prisoners  in  Canada,  re- 
plies through  Mr.  Seward,  that  the  matter 
shall  have  early  attention. 

President  Roberts  has  issued  a  proclama- 
tion, advising  all  Fenian  troops  to  return  to 
their  homes,  but  intimating  that  a  fresh 
campaign  will  be  inaugurated  at  no  far  dis- 
tant day. 

The  "  Revolutionary  Committee  of  the 
Irish  Republic,"  at  Bufi'alo,  have  issued  an 
appeal  for  commissary  stores,  "for  what 
purpose,  the  people  can  guess."  They  de- 
clare that  the  cause  is  not  lost  nor  aban- 
doned, and  hope  much  from  Congress,  whose 
action  on  the  llth  has  given  new  life  to  the 
movement. 

It  is  positively  stated  and  as  positively 
denied,  that  British  troops  crossed  the  line 
and  captured  Fenians  on  United  States  ter- 
ritory, several  of  whom  were  shot  almost 
immediately.  Orders  have  been  issued  by 
Gen.  Sweeny  and  Col.  Mehan  directing  no 
more  troops  to  be  sent  to  the  frontier,  and 
that  those  already  gone  forward  shall  return 
to  their  homes.  The  reason  assigned  for 
the  failure  of  the  enterprise  is  iho  opposi- 
tion of  the  United  States  Government. 

The  latest  and  apparently  most  reliable 
intelligence  is  to  the  effect  that,  the  entire 
movement  has  been  abandoned,  and  leaders 
and  men  are  returning  home.  Great  bitter- 
ness is  manifested  towards  the  United 
States  Government,  for  its  action  in  defeat- 
ing their  ends.  Meetings  were  held  in  New 
York  on  the  7th,  in  which  President  John- 
son was  freely  denounced,  and  it  was  de- 
clared that  the  Irish  people  would  not  sup- 
port him  hereafter.  It  was  also  said  that 
persons  in  the  United  States  uniform  were 
acting  as  Brili)^h  spies. 

An  Ogdensburg  despatch  of  the  10th 
says  :  "  The  original  plan  of  the  campaign 
was  the  invasion  of  Canada  from  this  point 
and  a  march  upon  Ottawa.

The  Frolic  left  Alexandria   at  two  o'clock

A  fearful  accident  occurred  to  the  down 
mail  train  on  the  Richmond  and  Danville 
railroad,  near  Coalfield,  on  the  12th,  caused 
by  the  breaking  of  a  switch  rod.  The  la- 
dies car  was  precipitated  over  an  embank- 
ment, making  three  revolutions,  and  smash- 
ing the  car  in  its  descent.  Mrs.  Trotter,  of 
the  vicinity  of  Danville,  was  instantly  killed, 
and  13  other  persons  were  wounded,  among 
them  Bishop  Early  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

A  grand  wedding  occurred  at  Mobile  on 
the  llth,  at  the  African  church.  Samuel 
Jackson,  a  negro  man,  once  the  slave  of 
General  Beauregard,  married  a  white 
schoolmistress.  The  house  was  crowded 
with  negroes  fantastically  dressed.  The 
friends  of  the  pair  afterwards  participated 
in  a  banquet  at  the  house  of  the  bridegroom. 
The  newly  married  pair  left  on  an  early 
train  to  visit  the  bride's  friends  at  the  north. 
The  affair  causes  much  scandal  and  disgust 
among  the  decent  portion  of  the  population. 
The  bridegroom  is  very  rich. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  elect 
from  Florida  publish  a  letter  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Reconstruction  Committee,  say- 
ing that  their  State,  in  the  Coavenlion  and 
Legislature  since  the  war  closed,  has  acted 
loyally,  and  they  say  they  believe  impartial 
justice  will  be  Administered  to  all  colored 
people  by  the  State  Government,  and  if  ex- 
traneous influences  are  withdrawn,  the  two 
races  will  live  <n  peace  and  harmony.  There 
are  no  serious  animosities  exiting  between 
the  people  on  account  of  the  late  war,  but 
all  are  quiet  and  anxious  for  the  reorgani- 
zation of  industrial  interests,  and  desirous 
to  cultivate  friendly  relations  among  them- 
selves, and  with  the  people  of  other  States. 

A  singular  affair  recently  came  to  light 
in  Brownsville,  Texas.  William  Rogers  of 
the  77th  Ohio  Volunteers,  was  under  sen- 
tence of  death  for  killing  an  Assistant  Sur- 
geon of  his  regiment.  The  gallows  was 
erected  and  all  preparations  made,  the  pris- 
oner received  religious  consolation  and  ex- 
pressed his  readiness  to  die,  but  during  the 
night  preceding  the  day  for  execution,  he 
managed  to  effect  a  mysterious  disappear- 
ance. It  was  positively  asserted  that  he 
had  joined  tho  contra-guerillas  in  Matamo- 
ras,  and  was  flourishing  in  grand  style 
about  the  streets  of  that  town  ;  but  a  few 
days  ago  he  was  captured  almost  within 
prison  limits,  having  lived  for  twenty-eight 
days  in  a  subterranean  abode,  dug  out  by 
his  own  hands,  within  easy  hearing  dis- 
tance of  guards,  sentinels  ^o.  He  was 
freeing  himself  from  his  gopher  hole  when 
retaken.

Mr.  T.  T.  Furlong,  of  Janesvillc,  Wis., 
who  is  temporarily  doing  business  in  St. 
Louis  has  secured  letters  patent  for  a  new 
safe  which  is  so  consiructed  as  to  float  in 
case  of  mariuc  disasters.  This  is  a  druder- 
aturn  that  ship  and  steamboat  owners  have 
long  been  looking  after. 

During  a  political  meeting  at  Warrens- 
burg,  Missouri,  on  the  1st,  while  General 
Blair  was  speaking,  a  fracas  occurred. 
Pistols  were  drawn,  and  during  the  row  one 
Radical  was  killed  and  one  wounded.  One 
Conservative  was  shot  in  the  arm  and  seri- 
ously wounded. 

Two  boys,  sons  of  R.  C.  Clark,  aged  10 
and  12  years  respectively,  were  drowned 
near  Vinton,  Iowa,  on  the  15th  ult.,  while 
bathing.  The  elder  lost  his  life  in  attempt- 
ing to  save  the  life  of  the  younger,  who 
had  become  frightened  on  getting  out  of 
his  depth. 

The  Berlin  (Wis.)  Courant  reports  the 
death  of  Dr.  G.  R.  Swelling,  from  the  ef- 
fects of  a  slight  puncture  in  the  finger  with 
a  needle,  received  while  sewing  up  a  body 
after  a  post  mortem  examination.  No  at- 
tention was  given  the  wound  at  first,  and 
when  it  began  to  excite  alarm  none  of  the 
remedies  applied  were  of  any  avail. 

Henry  Shaw  of  St.  Louis  has  proposed  to 
present  the  city  with  nearly  200  acres  of 
land  for  a  public  park,  on  condition  that 
the  city  spend  $20,000  to  $30,000  eactiyear 
in  improving  and  adorning  it.  The  land  is 
valued  at  $400,000.  He  is  the  same  Shaw 
who  had  the  great  breach  of  promise  suit  a 
few  years  ago,  in  which  Miss  Eflie  Carstang 
was  plaintiff. 

At  Elm  wood,  on  the  night  of  the  8th,  as 
Mrs.  Willoughby,  a  niece  of  Hugh  Armson, 
was  engaged  in  filling  a  kerosene  lamp,  the 
fluid  caught  fire,  and  the  can  and  lamp  ex 
ploded.  The  unfortunate  woman  was  burn- 
ed so  severely  that  she  died  on  the  follow- 
ing morning.  The  flames  communicated 
themselves  to  the  house,  which  was  burned 
down. 

On  the  night  of  the  Gth,  while  the  alarm 
of  the  burning  of  Eastman's  Business  Col- 
lege in  Chicago  was  being  sounded,  a  loco- 
motive on  the  Burlington  and  Quincy  Rail- 
road, moving  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  miles  an 
hour,  struck  the  horses  and  forward  wheels 
of  a  steam  fire  engine,  upsetting  it,  killing 
one  man  outright,  mortally  injuring  anoth- 
er, and  bruising  several  others.  The  horses 
were  instantly  killed.  The  jury  have  cen- 
sured the  railroad  company  for  not  keeping 
a  flagman  at  the  crossing,  night  aa  well  as 
day. 

Eight  members  of  the  family  of  Mr. 
Bemis,  a  merchant  of  Marion,  Iowa, 
were  taken  sick  four  weeks  ago  with  trich- 
insQ  ;  two  of  them  died  on  the  3d.  Exam- 
inations showed  the  worm  thronghout  the 
muscles  to  the  number  of  3,000  to  the 
square  inch.  The  remaining  six  are  in  the 
agonies  of  death.  Much  excitement  pre- 
vails. The  pork  eaten  was  sugxr-cured 
ham  sliced  up  and  served  raw  like  chipped 
beef.  It  was  partaken  of  four  weeks  since. 
The  first  symptoms  were  thos';  of  diarrhoea 
followed  by  fever  of  a  slightly  thphoid 
type,  with  acute  pains  in  the  muscles. 
The  death  agonies  are  described  as  terrible. 
A  Cedar  Rapids  despatch  of  the  7th  says: 
"  One  more  of  the  Bemis  family  (the  victims 
of  (trichiniasis)  died  on  Sunday  afternoon. 
The  remaining  five  are  very  low."

— An  engineer  has  planned  a  tunnel  to 
connect  Hoboken,  N.  J  ,  with  New  York 
city.  He  proposes  a  cast-iron  tubo  of  live 
fett  internal  diameter,  in  lengths  of  twelve 
feel,  w.ih  spherical  joints,  to  allow  for 
chmge  of  position.  The  bed  of  the  river 
would  have  to  be  levelled  by  dredging.  The 
tunnel  is  designed  to  convey  the  Erie  Rail- 
way's freight  from  its  dock  at  Hoboken  to 
the  Duane  street  pier  in  New  York,  and  is 
desiined  to  be  worked  by  the  pneumatic 
method. 

— The  flotative  power  of  the  air-sacs  and 
hollow  bones  of  a  pigeon  when  the  contained 
air  is  raised  to  the  temperature  of  the  bird's 
boly,  is  less  than  a  graiu  weight,  a  fact 
which  proves  that  birds  are  sustained  in  the 
air  solely  by  muscular  exertion.  The  air- 
baes  connected  with  the  lungs  are  supposed 
to  be  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  a  con- 
stant current  of  air  over  the  capillaries, 
which  are  naked  in  the  lungs.  They  open 
and  contract  in  altcrnatinn  with  the  lungs  ; 
that  is,  they  expand  when  the  lungs  con- 
tract, ko. 

— Perhaps  the  handsomest  and  most  costly 
residence  in  the  South  is  situated  in  Macon, 
Ga.,  on  the  hill  leading  to  Vineville.  It 
belongs  to  W.  R.  Johnson,  Esq.,  former 
President  of  the  Central  Railroad,  and  a 
gentleman  of  very  large  wealth.  Both  its 
external  appearance  and  internal  decora- 
tions are  very  fine  and  tasteful.  It  was  just 
completed  before  the  war.  Nobody  knows

— On  the  morning  of  May  12,  from  half- 
past  eleven  to  a  quarter  past  twelve,  Bir- 
mingham. Eui^land,  was  enveloped  in  almost 
total  darkness,  and  again  at  half  past  four 
p.  m.  it  was  as  dark  as  in  the  middle  of  a 
winter's  night.  At  both  periods  there  was 
a  moderate  fall  of  rain  with  a  little    wind. 

— Among  the  Emperor's  improvements  in 
Paris  is  the  levelling  of  the  Hill  of  the 
Troca  ers.  The  ground  is  mined,  and  four 
mines  are  sprung  at  once  by  an  electrical 
battery.  About  two  acres  are  raised  at 
each  explosion,  and  the  cars  are  ready  on 
a  temporary  railway  to  carry  off  the  earth 
thus  loosened. 

— -A.  correspondent  writing  from  Paris 
gives  the  following:  "We  learn  from  an 
authentic  source  ttiat  Napoleon  the  Third, 
when  talking  a  few  days  ago  with  some  of 
his  df-puiies,  ir.formed  them  that  he  was 
going  to  make  a  last  atte  iipt  in  order  to  re- 
gain the  natural  frontiers  of  France,  and 
that  when  this  was  accomplished,  he  would 
abdicate,  hand  the  reins  of  gove  nment  to 
his  son,  and  restore  liberty  to  France." 

— A  London  paper  says:  '-In  a  large 
glass  case,  standing  in  one  of  the  upper 
chambers  of  our  great  national  museum,  is 
to  be  seen  the  skeleton,  decently  encased  in 
its  original  burial  clothes,  of  one  Pharoah 
.Mykerinus,  surrounded  by  fragments  of  the 
cutfin,  whereon  the  name  of  its  occupant  can 
be  easily  read  by  the  Egyptologists  of  the 
present  day,  affording  thereby  conclusive 
evidence  that  it  contained  the  mummy  of  a 
kiug  who  was  reigning  in  Egypt  more  than 
a  century  before  the  time  of  Abraham." 

— Old  French  grammars  state  that  the 
French  alphabet  contains  only  twenty-five 
letters.  Recently  "double  V,"  as  the 
French  still  call  W,  has  acquired  freedom 
of  the  tongue  through  the  infiuence  of  wag- 
on, whist,  whiskey,  drawback,  warrant, 
Walewski,  Welles  de  Lavallette,  Koenigs- 
wartcr.  The  Moniteur,  the  official  newspa- 
per, has  just  had  a  considerable  number  of 
type  of  this  letter  made.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  French  may  henceforward  cease  to 
call  the  Bard  of  Avon,  M.  Villiams. 

— .\  City  of  Mexico  letter  says:  "It  is 
rumored  that  Max  and  the  amiable  Carlotta 
have  had  a  •little  quarrel.'  It  seems  that 
Max,  after  dinner  one  day,  took  Carlotta 
aside,  and,  after  telling  her  she  was  just 
the  kindest  'little  woman'  in  the  world, 
asked  her  to  lend  him  a  'trifling  amount  of 
two  or  three  hundred  dollars  out  of  her  own 
purse.'  This  delicate  insinuation  '  the  dear 
Imle  Carlotta'  listened  to  with  great  good 
humor,  and  then,  patting  Max  on  the  cheek, 
said,  "No  you  don't,'  and  she  did  not  lend 
it  to  him.  Then  Max,  talcing  umbiage.  and 
a  friend  or  two,  went  to  Cuernavaca.  This 
little  piece  of  scandal  is  going  the  rounds, 
and  lor  'effect,'  as  we  can  plainly  see." 

— A  London  letter  says  :  "  Nobody  here 
cares  anything  about  the  threatened  Euro- 
pean war,  except  the  Princess  Mary  of 
Cambridge  and  Prince  Teck,  whose  ap- 
proaching marriage  is  the  great  sensation. 
He  is  an  Austrian  nobleman,  commands  a 
regiment  in  his  Emperor's  army,  and  en 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities  may  at  once  be 
ordered  to  join  his  corps.  The  Princess  is 
very  naturally  anxious.  She  has  long  been 
in  the  market.  She  has  already  lost  Victor 
Emanuel,  the  Marquis  of  Hastings,  and 
other  nobilities.  She  grows  stouter  and 
stouter  every  year,  and  has  not,  like  other 
ladies,  the  privilege  of  concealing  her  age. 
That  is  inscribed  on  every  'blue  book,'  and 
'red  book,'  and  directory  in  the  kingdom. 
Even  the  'Shilling  Peerage,'  and  the  'An- 
nual Almanac'  have  it  inscribed  in  fatal  and 
undeniable  black  and  white.  She  was  born 
November  27,  1833,  and  is  already  me- 
di-jDval. 


Madamk  Dbmokkst,  the  fashion  lady,  is 
out  in  a  letter  against  women's  rights. 

Thrrh  are  two  Unitarian  churches  in 
Chicago.  The  pastor's  names  are  Collyer 
and  Collier,  and  are  pronounced  exactly 
alike.  Both  were  Methodist  ministers  be- 
fore they  became  Unitarians.  The  former's 
initials  are  R.  L.,  and  the  latter's  R.  Both 
are  Roberts.  Not  long  since  the  latter,  who 
is  an  Englishman,  received  by  mistake  a 
letter  belonging  to  the  former,  which  he  re- 
marking that  there  was  no  "  (IIE)L  in  his 
name,  or  'c//  in  his  theology."

French  Zouave  ofticers,  nearly  all  of  whom 
have  been  raised  from  the  ranks  for  signal 
acts  of  daring,  in  which  bravery  and  per- 
sonal endurance  were  rei(uired.  His  face 
is  broad,  refined  in  its  expression,  and 
beaming  with  good  humor  ;  and  above  all, 
there  is  a  look  of  genuine  benevolence  and 
kindness  which  seldom  fails  to  win  those 
with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.  The  large 
blue  eyes  full  of  intelligence,  while  the 
high  expansive  forehead  indicates  a  great 
brain  and  correct  judgment.  He  is  seldom 
mistaken  in  his  estimate  of  men,  whose 
ch'iracter  he  generally  penetrates  at  the 
first  interview.

'  It  is  not  generally  known,  says  a  Wash- 
ington correspondent,  that  Senator  Sumner 
is  and  has  been  for  six  or  eight  weeks,  suf- 
fering hcriously  from  a  recurrence  of  the 
oorebral  and  nervous  troubles  caused  by 
the  bludgeon  of  Broi.ks  ten  years  ago.  He 
is  unable  to  perform  continuous  and  severe 
mental  labor.  Powerful  anodynes  alone 
bring  him  sleep.  His  physicians  say  that 
he  has  overtasked  his  brain  and  needs  rest. 

Ok.v.  Scott  died  in  tiie  full  acknowledge- 
ment and  iiope  of  tne  CLrisiian  faith.  He 
was  a  constaut  and  devoted  attendant  upon 
worship,  and,  except  occasional  profanity, 
his  life  was  a  model  to  public  men  in  all 
decencies  and  temperances.  He  was  par- 
ticularly noticeable  in  defending  the  use  of 
the  epithet  damn.  "  Damn,"  he  used  to  say 
very  often,  "is  not  an  oath;  it  ia  an  ex- 
pression of  vulgarity,  simply." 


That  Gen.  Scott  was  of  hasty  and  irasci- 
ble temper  in  these  latter  ytars  no  one  knew 
better  than  himself.  That  he  was  as  ready 
to  recall  as  to  utter  an  unjust  rebuke  is  not, 
perhaps,  as  well  known  to  the  public  as  it 
should  be.  I  was  witness,  accidentally,  to  an 
incident  illustrative  alike  of  his  impatient 
spirit  and  real  gentlemanhood.  It  occur- 
red while  he  was  yet  commander-in-chief 
though  I  cannot  fix  the  exact  time.  His 
office  was  on  Seventeenth  street  opposite 
the  War  Department.  His  carriage  stood 
at  the  door  one  afternoon  as  I  passed,  and 
discovering  at  the  instant  that  he  was  com- 
ing out  for  a  ride,  I  paused  to.  see  him. 
Kind  enough  at  heart,  and  thoughtful  of 
his  troops  when  in  service,  he  permitted  no 
undue  familiarity  on  the  part  of  his  soldiers, 
and  required  proper  observance  on  all  oc- 
casions of  his  rank  and  position.  The  reg- 
ulars knew  this  well  enough,  and  were  not 
likely  to  offend  in  this  regard.  His  pecu- 
liarities were  very  little  known,  however,  to 
the  volunteers.  As  he  came  out  of  the  door 
of  the  building  in  which  headquarters  were 
at  this  time,  an  orderly  stepped  up  with,  as 
it  appeared  afterwards,  a  letter  from  one 
of  the  bureaus  of  the  War  Department, 
which  he  had  been  directed  to  deliver  to 
Gen.  Scott  at  once — of  course  to  his  adju- 
tant-general or  chief-of-staff.  The  willing 
but  not  well-learned  volunteer  interpreted 
his  order  literally,  however ;  and  carelessly 
giving  the  salute,  began:  "Oh,  General, 
here's  a  paper  I  want  you  to  Icok  at  before 
you ."  The  haughty  veteran  of  near- 
ly four  score  seemed  dumbfounded  for  just 
one  or  two  seconds,  and  then  straightening 
to  his  full  height,  and  raiting  his  cane — 
with  a  sudden  sweep  ot  the  arm — I  think  he 
had  a  cane — he  exclaimed  in  a  weighty 
voice,  "  Clear  out,  sir — clear  out !  "  The 
astonished  orderly  sprang  away,  and  the 
General  passed  to  hjs  carriage  and  was 
driven  off.  The  letter  was  taken  charge  of 
by  the  orderly  on  duty  at  the  office,  and  the 
other  slowly  walked  on.  The  carriage  was 
driven  no  more  than  twenty  or  thirty  rods 
before  it  turned  about,  and  the  driver  called 
to  the  imfortunate  orderly.  He,  of  course, 
met  it  hat  in  hand  and  fear  in  every  quiv- 
ering muscle.  He  was  beckoned  to  the 
door,  and  the  general  asked  his  name  and 
regiment — as  he  told  two  or  three  of  ns 
immediately  afterward.  He  gave  both  and 
the  general  answered,  "  Well,  sir,  report  to 
your  colonel  that  you  were  guilty  of  gross 
disrespect  to  Gen.  Scott  as  an  officer,  and 
that  Gen.  Scott  was  guilty  of  gross  disre- 
spect to  you  as  a  man.  Gen.  Scott  begs 
your  pardon.  Go  to  your  duty,  sir."  —

How  TO  Cure  a  Fbloh. — As  we  often  see 
friends  sufler  with  these  very  troublesome 
things,  we  publish  the  following  cure  for 
them,  which  we  have  heard  highly  recom- 
mended: As  soon  as  the  parts  begin  to 
swell,  get  the  tincture  of  lobelia,  and  wrap 
the  part  affected,  with  cloth  saturated 
thoroughly  with  the  tincture,  and  the  felon 
is  dead.  An  old  physician  says  he  has 
known  it  to  cure  in  scores  of  cases,  and  it 
never  fails  if  applied   in  season. — Journal 

of  Medicine.

The  Hon,  J.  Stanton  Gould,  President, 
and  Col.  B.  P.  Johnson,  Secretary,  of  the 
New  York  State  Agricultural  Society,  have 
prepared  a  most  important  circular,  from 
which  the  following  extract  is  taken :  "  We 
do  hereby  make  known  the  existence  of 
rinderpest,  or  pleuro-pneumonia,  among 
the  cows  in  the  stables  of  New  York  and 
Brooklyn,  and  earnestly  advise  all  pur- 
chasers of  stock  to  examine  those  which  are 
offered  for  sale,  with  reference  to  this 
disease.  We  also  advise  that,  in  case  the 
disease  make  its  appearance  in  any  herd, 
the  sick  animal  be  at  once  and  rigidly  sep- 
arated from  the  rest.  The  period  of  incu- 
bation of  this  disease  varies  from  forty-two 
to  sixty  days.  It  is  well  ascertained  that 
this  disorder  is  strictly  infectious.  It  never 
occurs  where  the  animal  has  not  come  into 
contact  with  a  diseased  animal.  The  meat 
of  animals  suffering  from  pleuro-pneumonia 
is  dangerous  when  used  as  human  food.  It 
is  very  probable  that  the  diseased  herds, 
which  are  now  being  excluded  from  the 
city,  will  be  offered  for  sale  at  very  low 
prices  to  farmers.  This  contingency  calls 
for  additional  precautions  on  the  part  of 
purchasers." 

Grape  Hints. — Grapes  coming  in  bear- 
ing should  not  be  permitted  to  perfect  large 
crops  of  fruit  while  young.  It  is  excusable 
to  fruit  a  btinch  or  so  on  a  young  vine, 
"just  to  test  the  kind,"  but  no  more  should 
be  permitted  until  the  vine  has  age  and 
strength.  Vigorous  growth,  and  great  pro- 
ductiveness, are  the  antipodes  of  the  veget- 
able world.  Encourage  as  much  foliage  as 
possible  on  the  vines,  and  aim  to  have  as 
strong  shoots  at  the  base  as  at  the  top  of 
the  cane;  this  can  be  done  by  pinching  out 
tbe  points  of  the  strong  shoots  after  they 
have  made  a  growth  of  five  or  six  leaves. 
This  will  make  the  weak  ones  grow  stronger. 
Young  vines  grow  much  faster  over  a  twiggy 
branch,  stuck  in  for  support,  than  over  a 
straight  stick  as  a  trellis,  and  generally  do 
better  every  way.  Where  extra  fine  bunches 
of  grapes  are  desired,  pinch  back  the  shoot 
bearing  it  about  four  or  five  inches  above 
the  bunch.  This  should  not  be  done  indis- 
criminately with  all  the  bunches.  Too  much 
pinching  and  stopping  injures  the  produc- 
tion of  good  wood  for  the  next  season. 

These  hints  are  for  amateurs,  who  have  a 
few  vines  on  trellises ;  for  large  vineyard 
culture,  though  the  same  principles  hold 
good,  so  far  as  they  go.  They  will  vary  in 
their  application. — Gardener's  Monthly.

Habits  of  Uees. 


1.  Bees,  in  common  seasons,  in  hives  of 
2,000  cuoic  inches,  will  be  likely  to  send 
cut  one  or  more  swarms  annually  until  the 
locality  is  fully  stocked  with  colonies. 

2.  In  hives  of  this  capacity,  and  with  the 
locality  fully  stocked  with  beea,  they  will 
give  but  an  averge  of  about  10  lbs.  of  sur- 
plus in  boxes,  in  common  seasons. 

3.  They  will  consume  GO  lbs.  or  more  du- 
ring the  breeding  season  and  Winter,  giving 
one-seventh  to  the  keeper  and  consuming  i 
six-sevenths. 

4.  From  one  to  three  weeks  time  is  lost 
by  them  in  preparation  for  sw.arming,  so  far 
as  gathering  surplus  is  eoncerned,  and  this 
is  the  very  heart  of  the  honey  season. 

t>.  In  the  construction  of  their  cells  and 
building  their  comb,  they  will  arrange  for 
brood  and  their  AVinter's  home  in  the  center 
of  their  hive.  In  taking  up  box  hives,  the 
good,  clear  honey  is  found  in  the  top  of  the 
center  sheets,  and  in  the  whole  body  of  the 
side  sheets.  And  the  outside  sheets  in 
movable  comb  frames  are  the  sheets  saved 
for  surplus. 

G.  If  there  is  plenty  of  room  in  the  hive 
for  all  the  colony,  and  all  the  stores  they 
can  gather,  they  will  not  be  likely  to  swarm. 
Mr.  Quimby  says  of  the  large  hive, — "  The 
swarms  will  not  be  proportionably  large 
when  they  do  issue,  which  is  seldom." 

7.  The  best  arrangement  for  storing  sur- 
plus is  in  boxes  of  the  capacity  of  from  five 
to  ten  or  twelve  pounds,  with  glass  sides 
sufficient  for  a  fair  inspection  of  the  honey.

Next  to  the  Alderney  for  milk,  and  giving 
more,  but  not  so  rich,  is  the  Ayrshire — a 
most  noble  breed  for  the  dairy,  and  most 
excellent  in  the  family-  There  is  more 
pride  to  be  gratified  in  such  a  cow.  She  is 
sleek  and  round  and  most  excellently 
formed,  having  all  the  points  perfect.  The 
Devons  are  rivals  to  the  Ayrshires,  and  will 
be  an  honor  to  any  family. 

Either  of  these  will  do,  or  even  a  "na- 
tive," though  these  are  the  ugliest  of  all 
cows — pitcliod  rump,  cramped  and  disfig- 
ured and  sometimes  vicions,  sometimes  very 
docile,  varying  much  in  all  the  points  of  a 
good  and  bad  cow.  You  must  run  your 
risk  with  native  breed.  But  when  you  get 
a  good  cow,  of  whatever  breed,  then  abide 
by  it.  Get  a  gentle  one,  and  she  will  not 
be  worried  by  dogs ;  she  will  not  trouble 
you  or  the  neighbors  either.  You  will 
sleep  content  for  all  Brindle  will  do— for 
she  is  intelligent  and  knows  what  you  want, 
and  does  it  to  please  you  and  mother  that 
takes  such  good  care  of  her — of  this  other 
mother,  as  the  cow  is.  You  get  an  affection 
for  such  a  cow,  and  that  is  a  great  benefit. 
You  will  then  treat  her  well,  and  she  will 
treat  back  in  return.  Such  a  cow,  of  course 
you  will  not  part  with,  for  you  could  not 
dispense  with  even  her  company,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  immense  amount  of  milk, 
i  the  real  stuff  and  sinew  of  the  family,  that 
she  gives  you.  We  have  experienced  these 
things,  and  we  know'  how  to  appreciate  a 
good  cow. — Cor.  Rural  World. 


Antoino  Probst  was  hung  in  Philadelphia 
on  the  Hlh  inst.  We  copy  the  following  ac- 
count of  his  execution  from  the  New  Y^ork 
Tribune's    Philadelphia    correspondence  of 

the  8th : 

The  gallows  was  erected  in  the  most 
secluded  spot  within  the  walls  of  the  jail. 
Two  upright  posts  with  the  top  cross-beam 
completed  the  framework  ;  two  cross-pieces 
fastened  into  the  principal  posts  and  re- 
ceiving the  hinges,  which  folded  horizontal- 
ly, completed  the  platform.  A  centre  prop 
three  inches  ^quare  supported  the  traps,  a 
hinge,  constructed  on  the  principle  of  the 
carpenter's  rule,  being  near  the  middle. 
The  safely  of  tbe  platform  was  secured  by 
the  asual  two  temporary  props  near  tbe 
outer  edges  of  the  traps,  'i'he  step  ladder 
was  placed  upon  the  left  hand  side  as  you 
faced  the  gallows.  The  noosed  rope  dang- 
ling from  the  crossbeam  overhead,  the 
small  cord-like  rope  near  the  binge  of  the 
centre  prop,  completed  the  picture  of  this 
conventional  instrument  of  punishment, 
lias  not  many  a  witness  of  an  execution 
pondered  to  himself  over  the  precautions 
taken  for  the  sake  of  silence?  The  greased 
hinges,  the  soft  pads  beneath  the  bars  of 
the  trap — these  silently  suggest  the  differ- 
ence between  the  clamor  and  brutality  of 
murder,  and  the  dignity  and  justice  of  ex- 
ecution. The  soul  that  is  cut  off'  must  be 
silently  exscinded.  Justice  has  delicate 
ears  tbat  must  not  be  offended.  The  door 
must  not  creak  that  opens  into  the  vast 
vistas  of  eternity.  And,  with  respect  to 
Probst's  execution,  Sheriff  Howell  took  as 
great  pains  to  maintain  profound  silence 
with  regard  to  it  as  though  newspapers  and 
newspaper  people  were  so  many  pads  and 
hinges,  which,  instead  of  being  stuffed  or 
oiled,  were  to  be  dispensed  with  and  ignored 
altogether.  But  the  press  is  ubiquitous ; 
aud  ttiat  the  public  has  such  minute  partic- 
ulars it  has  to  thank  the  press,  and  not 
Sheriff  Howell. 

FROM  THB  OUNOEGM  TO  THB  OALLOWS. 

The  sheriff,  the  deputies,  the  jurors,  and 
the  district  attorney  being  assembled  in 
the  room  adjoining  the  east  end  of  the  wing, 
known  as  the  convicts'  side,  as  the  clock 
siruck  ten,  word  was  sent  to  the  prisoner  that 
the  sheriff  was  ready  to  execute  the  sen- 
tence of  the  law.  During  the  few  minutes 
that  elapsed,  various  degrees  of  nervousness 
were  perceptible  in  all  present  but  the  oldest 
and  most  blaze  of  the  correspondents  and 
reporters.  At  10:'20p.  m.  Mr.  Charles  Gil- 
pin read  to  the  prisoner  the  death  warrant 
of  Governor  Curtin.  At  10:27  Mr.  Supt. 
Perkins  and  Sheriff  Howell,  attended  by 
one  newspaper  man  only,  proceeded  to  the 
prisoner's  cell.  In  three  minutes  they  re- 
turned, bringing  the  prisoner  with  them. 
All  that  passed  in  those  three  minutes  was 
the  sheriff's  short  address  to  Probst,  as  fol- 
lows: -'Antoine  Probst,  I  am  come  to  in- 
form you  that,  in  accordance  with  the  law, 
I  am  ready  to  proceed  with  your  execution. 
I  am  informed  by  your  kind  spiritual  advi- 
serthatyou  are  ready  to  meet  it,"  Probst 
replied  :  "  That  is  bo."  The  sheriff,  the 
superintendent,  the  solitary  newspaper 
man  and  the  condemned  then  joined  the 
deputies  and  jurors  who  awaited  them,  and 
the  route  to  the  scaffold  commenced  at  10:32 
o'clock. 

uow  the   man  borb  himself. 

Meanwhile,  how  brave  had  the  man  borne 
himself  ?  Was  there  any  trembling  of  the 
limbs,  any  blanching  of  the  face,  any  quiv- 
ering of  the  lips?  No.  He  walked  stolidly, 
unflinchingly  on.  He  was  bareheaded  and 
in  his  shirt  sleeves.  In  his  upraised  hands 
he  bore  a  tmall  crucifix.  His  head  was 
slightly  raised  and  his  eyes  upturned. 
Such  a  face  as  Antoine  Probst's  could  never 
have  looked  exalted.  Religion  would  have 
needed  to  take  early  possession  of  that  soul 
to  subdue  ita  innate  brutality,  to  throw  over 
it  the  spiritual  glow  of  love  to  God  and  love 
to  man.  But,  yesterday  morning  he  looked 
less  capable  of  murder  than  he  had  looked 
at  any  time  previously,  and  ttiis  is  admit- 
ting a  great  deal.  There  was  something 
of  hope  and  a  touch  of  fear  upon  his  face. 
Let  others  judge  whether  the  fear  was  tor- 
por, and  the  hope  presumption.  He  looked 
neither  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left,  but  kept 
his  eyes  raised  above  the  crucifix  clasped 
in  uutrembling  hands.  The  sight  of  the 
scaffold  did  not  make  him  let  a  step  falter ; 
not  a  muscle  failed,  not  a  nerve  quivered. 
The  sun  shone  full  upon  the  face  and  found 
it  calm  ;  and  he  looked  straight  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  sun  as  though  he  loved  the  light 
and  found  it  beautiful.  He  had  been  calm 
and  cheerful  all  the  day  and  night  before  ; 
why  should  he  not  remain  calm  and  cheer- 
ful even  unto  the  end  ?  On  Thursday  night 
he  slept  weU.  That  morning  he  had  eaten 
a  hearty  breakfast  only  three  hours  ago, 
and  had  smiled  indifferently  over  the  eggs 
and  coffee  and  bread  and  butter  provided 
from  the  superintendent's  table.  He  had 
repeatedly  expressed  himself  willing  to 
undergo  any  quantity  of  punishment,  aye 
even  crucifixion.  It  was  fit  that  he  should 
die  eight  deaths,  he  had  said,  since  he  had 
murdered  eight  guiltless  human  beings. 

THE    SUORTENINa    MOMENTS. 

At  10:34  the  scaffold  was  reached.  Sher- 
iff Howell,  Superintendent  Perkins,  the 
Rev.  Anthony  Orundtner,  and  the  Rev. 
Peter  M.  Carbon  were  all  that  ascended  it 
beside  the  condemned.  After  a  brief  inter- 
view with  Dr.  Grundtner,  Probst  looked 
down  upon  the  people  and  said  in  broken 
English,  "  God  will  forgive  me  I  "  Then  he 
knelt  in  prayer,  kissing  the  crucifix.  Once, 
on  rising  from  this  short  intercession  !  his 
legs  were  observed  to  tremble  very  slightly, 
but  the  color  of  his  face  was  natural,  and 
his  lips  quivered  not  a  jot.  Kneeling  once 
more  in  company  with  Dr.  Carbon,  Probst 
bent  his  head  attentively  while  Dr.  Grundt- 
ner read  a  prayer  in  German,  the  sheriff 
and  Mr.  Perkins  standing  near  the  outer 
edges  of  the  platform.  Probst  raised  the 
crucifix  aloft  with  his  left  hand  and  crossed 
himself  with  his  right.  Dr.  Grundtner  re- 
peating on  him  the  sign  of  the  cross,  and 
saying  a  few  words  to  him  in  German. 
Then  Anton  once  more  and  for  the  last  time, 
rose  and  kissed  the  crucifix  distinctly  there. 
Dr.  Orundtner  and  Dr.  Carbon  then  shook 

hands  with  him  and  left  him,  and  the  spec-

that  the  last  moments  of  the  man   they 
watched  had  come. 

FINIS. 

The  last  lines  in  tne  last  chapter  of  bis 
dismal  life  were  now  being  read   by   the 
straining  eyes  of  the  people  below  and  the 
full   strength   and   glory   of    the    sun    had 
flushed  his  face,  and  still  he  never  blanched. 
Every  second  now  brought  him  nearer,  by 
terrible  and  irrevocable  strides,  to  the  un- 
changeable   future   which   all  men   dread. 
He  quailed  not,  though  he  was  handcuffed 
behind  him.  though  the  rope  begirt  his  neck, 
though  the  death-cap  was  drawn  down  over 
his  face;  though  left  all  alone  upon  that  spot 
of  time,  with  only  an  instant  between  him 
and  God,    the   next  second  he   would  have 
moved  to  the  soft  whirr  and  rushing  as  the 
planks  fell  upon  which  he  stood.     At  10:45 
Dr.   Swanton  reascended  the  stops  of  the 
ladder,  and  stood  there  motionless  for  one 
moment.      Then   he   gave   the    single  arm- 
waive  which  reached  up  to  God,   the  soi^, 
whose   profundity    we    cannot   liuderstand. 
The  rope  was  pulled,  the  trap  fell,  and  their 
soft  whirr  and  rush  died  into  silence  as  they 
struck   the    padded   sides.       The    body    of 
Antoine  Probst  dropped  with  a  single,  heavy 
thug,  anil  remained  perfectly  still.     In  two 
minutes  there  are  spasmodic  tremblings  in 
the  legs ;  in  three   minutes  slight  quivering 
in  the  sides,  and  oscillations  of  of  the  body. 
In  less  that  five  minutes  all  is  motionless 
forever,  and  human  retribution  is  complete. 
Everything  was  conducted  amid   profound 
silence.  If  Sheriff  Howell  desired  silence  he 
secured  it  to  perfection.     From  the  begin- 
ning to  the  end  of  the  scene  not  a  sound 
was  heard  from  the  throng  of  men. 

HIS    LAST    LETTER. 

Probst  wrote  a  letter  to  his  parents  the 


day  before.  After  mentioning  the  religious 
consolations  he  hai<  had,  he  says  :  "  Many 
prayers  are  offere  i  up  for  me  throughout 
the  entire  city,  and  ibrefore  1  am  now  so 
cheerful  and  consoled  that  I  can  gladly  offer 
my  life  as  an  at  mement  for  my  fearful 
crime.  1  trust  that  you,  also,  will  be  con- 
soled and  cheerful  as  1  am.  The  clergyman 
will  send  you  all  the  particulars  of  my 
death.  I  only  entreat  you  all  to  pray  for 
me.  Have  the  holy  sacrifice  of  mass  offer- 
ed up  frequently  for  the  repose  ot  my  poor 
soul.  1  trust  to  mi^et  you  all  in  eternity  in 
a  happier  and  betii^r  place,  and  this  hope 
makes  me  rtjoice  with  my  whole  heart.  I 
will  now  close  my  letter.  Many  thousand 
greetings  to  all  (f  you.  I  send  a  most 
heartfelt  farewell.  May  we  all  meet  again 
in  a  belter  world.

"Oyes,"  replies  the  captain,  "I  know 
very  well  you  shipbuilders  think  that  by 
your  calculations  you  can  find  out  just  how 
a  ship  will  behave  at  sea.  But  put  you 
aboard  my  craft  in  a  gale,  under  close- 
reefeJ  topsails,  and  you'd  find  out  how  little 
you  knew.  Why,  you  wouldn't  be  able  to 
tell  the  sky  from  the  water." 

After  a  minute  or  two,  our  captain  re- 
sumes in  a  milder  tone  :  "  What  reasons 
have  yon,  sir,  for  thinking  that  the  Ross 
Winans  will  be  steady  '" 

"  My  opinions  as  to  the  sea-going  quali- 
ties of  vessels  are  only  formed  by  comparing 
their  respective  forms  ;  1  cannot  pretend  to 
any  other  knowledge,  as  1  have  never  been 
to  sea  beyond  Margate  ;  but  I  should  say 
that,  as  the  cigar-ship  is  not  really  so  much 
unlike  other  ships  in  form  as  she  appears  to 
be,  uhe  will  not  be  so  much  unlike  them  in 
performance  as  you  anticipate." 

"  What,"  says  the  captain,  "not  unlike 
other  ships  I  That's  a  new  theory.  I  never 
saw  a  steamer  that  I  would  not  rather  sail 
to  Australia  in  than  take  this  new-fangled 
ship  across  the  Channel." 

"  Well,  you  know,  captain,  that  the  form 
of  the  vessel  above  water  has  nothing  to  do 
with  her  stability :  and  if  you  take  the 
piece  of  the  cigar-ship  that  is  below  water, 
and  compare  it  with  twenty  different  models 
of  yachts,  you  will  find  at  least  two  or  three 
which  only  differ  from  it  in  having  a  keel 
and  cutwater.  She  will  certainly  be  very 
much  inclined  to  go  off  to  leeward  when 
under  sail,  through  having  no  projecting 
keel  to  keep  her  up  to  the  wind  ;  but  I  do 
not  see  that  her  want  of  keel  will  affect  her 
gpeed  in  steaming;  and  it  will  certainly 
not  affect  her  stability  to  a  greater  extent 
than  can  be  set  aright  by  ballast." 

"  Well,  you  may  be  right  about  it,"  says 
the  captain,  "but  she  will  be  very  awkward 
to  manage,  having  such  a  small  deck  ;  and 
at  the  best,  her  peculiar  form  does  her  no 
good,  and  is  only  a  piece  of  her  designer." 

But  we  are  now  at  Poplar  ;  and  a  walk, 
first  through  narrow  streets  where  boat- 
builders,  and  oaknm-dealers,  and  pump- 
makers,  and  carvers  of  ships'  figure-heads, 
work  and  live— and  past  that  old  house 
once  inhabited  by  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  but 
now  a  greengrocer's  shop,  with  nothing  but 
pieces  cf  worm  eaten  battered  carving  here 
and  there  to  show  what  it  once  was— and 
then  by  the  river-side— and  then  across  the 
gates  which  let  ships  in  and  out  of  the  docks 
—and  then  along  the  wharves,  where  piles 
of  timber  are  heaped  up,  enough,  one 
would  suppose,  to  build  ships  for  many  years 
to  come,  and  behold  we  are  close  to  the 
cigar-ship,  and  have  only  to  cross  a  bridge 
to  be  alongside.  And  what  do  we  think  of 
her  ?  Ib  she  like  a  cigar,  or  will  our  mer- 
chant-captain's simile  describe  her  ?  Imag- 
ine a  cigar  much  larger  than  Anak  or  Chang 
would  care  about  smoking — indeed,  longer 
than  any  of  our  river  steamers  ;  not  exact- 
ly the  shape  of  an  ordinary  cigar,  having 
no  blunt  end,  but  a  point  at  each  end.  Now, 
take  a  small  steamer,  and  cut  off  all  the 
part  below  water,  and  place  the  remaining 
upper  part  on  the  middle  of  the  cigar,  and 
you  have  a  a  tolerable  approximation  to  the 
form  of  the  cigar-ship. 

Before  we  go  on  board,  we  notice  at  a 
small  distance  from  each  end  what  appears 
to  be,  and  are  really,  the;?n*  of  the  ship. 
Three  metal  blades  are  visible  near  each  end 
and  three  more,  we  are  told,  are  out  of  sight 
under  water.  Each  set  of  blades,  or  fans, 
forms  a  screw-propeller,  it  being  intended 
that  the  vessel  shall  go  ahead  or  astern  with 
equal  facility.  The  propellers  differ  in 
many  respects  from  the  screw  of  an  ordi- 
nary vessel— in  there  being  one  at  each  end 
of  the  ship,  in  half  of  each  being  out  of 
ihe  water,  whereas  usually  the  whole  is  im- 
mersed, and  also  in  the  peculiar  way  in 
which  they  are  connected  with  the  ship. 
The  engineers  say  that  their  six  blades,  of 
which,  as  they  revolve,  three  will  be  always 
immersed,  will  do  the  same  work  as  the 
three  blades  of  an  ordinary  screw.  Those 
pointed  pieces  beyond  the  screws  are  to  di- 
vide the  water  as  the  ship  goes  ahead  or 
astern  ;  they  turn  round  with  the  fans,  the 
whole  revolving  with  an  axis  or  "shaft," 
which  extends  the  whole  length  of  the  ship 
and  turning  about  a  straight  line  drawn 
from  point  to  point  of  the  cigar.  The  ship 
really  ends  inside  of  the  screws,  and,  di- 
vested of  the  screws  and  points,  would  look 
hke  a  cigar  with  two  blunt  ends  ;  but  the 
form  of  the  vessel  appears  perfect  to  the 
point,  and  the  blades  seem  to  have  been 
thrust  in  to  the  surface.  Like  the  fins  of  a 
fish,  thoy  are  so  evidently  not  parts  of  the 


small  space  for  water  in  the  boiler 

"Yes,  only  three  inches  all  round  the 
furnace ;  and  so  our  pumping  arrange- 
ments have  to  be  very  carefully  contrived, 
so  that  the  boilers  shall  be  filled  as  soon  as 
the  water  is  turned  into  steam.  I  must  in- 
troduce you  to  the  donkey,  this  small  en- 
gine in  the  corner ;  his  duty  is  to  pump 
water  into  the  boilers,  and  to  work  the  ven- 
tilating apparatus." 

"The  ventilating  apparatus, — what  is 
that?"  I  ask. 

"The  part  of  it  which  you  can  see  here  is 
that  tube  cerhead,  and  the  barrel  through 
which  it  appears  to  pass.  The  tube  extends 
nearly  the  whole  length  of  the  ship,  and 
the  small  pipes  convey  the  hot  air  into  it 
from  tUf!  cabins.  It  empties  itself  into  the 
barrel,  in  which  are  revolving  fans.  The 
donkey  turns  the  fans,  and  thus  the  air  is 
drawn  out  of  the  tube,  and  expelled  through 
the  opening  which  you  see  in  the  barrel. 
When  we  have  steam  up,  we  are  so  hot  here 
that  the  heated  air  from  the  cabins  is  cool- 
ing, and  we  only  get  the  draught  on  our 
heads,  it  is  something  like  having  one's 
feet  in  a  warm  bath,  and  head  in  a  snow- 
storm." 

"And  I  suppose  the  donkey  works  that 
ballast-machine  which  I  have  heard  of  as 
one  of  the  curiosities  of  the  cigar-ship  ?" 

"0  no ;  there  is  another  small  engine  on 
purpose,"  answers  the  engineer.  "You 
know,  then,  that  we  have  something  now 
in  the  way  of  ballast.  It  is  under  the  en- 
gine-room, just  in  the  middle  of  the  ship, 
and  consists  of  a  pendulum  of  lead  weigh- 
ing about  seventeen  tons.  When  the  ship 
is  too  much  on  one  side,  we  move  the  pendu- 
lum to  the  other,  and  she  is  righted  at  once; 
so  you  see  we  shall  not  roll  over  and  over 
in  the  first  heavy  sea  we  meet,  as  people  are 
fond  of  saying  about  us.  You  have  now 
seen  all  I  can  show  you  about  the  ei  gines  ; 
I  suppose  you  will  not  care  about  the  sa- 
loons which  are  only  painted  and  gilded  as 
they  might  be  in  any  other  yach:,  but 
would  prefer  seeing  the  novelties  of  the 
ship.     If  so,  I  am  at  your  service." 

Cheerfully  accepting  this  offer,  we  ascend 
to  the  deck,  and  go  forward.  Here  is  a 
ladder-way  to  the  smooking-saloon,  but 
just  above  it  we  are  told  to  look  for  the 
steering  apparatus,  or  rather  the  part  of 
it  which  is  to  be  seen  above  the  deck.  The 
compass  is  in  close  proximity  to  it,  and  it  is 
so  suspended  as  to  be  unaffected  by  the 
pitching  otthe  ship,  and  to  uninterrrupted- 
ly  tell  its  tile  in  storm  or  calm.  The  rep- 
resentative on  deck  of  the  steering  apparat- 
us is  a  brass  handle  and  axle,  the  handle 
something  like  that  we  use  to  set  a  railway 
locomotive  in  motion.  The  handle  turns 
horizontally,  the  axel  being  verti'^al,  and, 
as  we  are  informed,  extending  the  whole 
depth  of  the  ship.  It  is  of  course  impossi- 
ble to  put  the  rudder  in  its  usual  position  at 
the  stern  of  the  ship,  the  stern  in  this  case 
being  one  of  the  cones  which  revolve  with 
the  fans  ;  so  where  could  it  be  placed  and 
how  moved  ? 

This  was  one  of  the  problems  of  solution 
of  which  the  p  cj!.ar  form  of  the  vessel  in- 
volved. The  rudders  (for  there  is  one  aft 
and  one  forward)  are  square  thin  pieces  of 
metal,  and  if  we  could  see  under  water, 
they  would  appear  to  project  from  the  keel. 
One  edge  touches  it,  and  the  other  three 
edges  are  made  sharp  like  a  knife,  so  as  to 
offer  no  resistance  to  the  water.  The  axle, 
of  which  we  can  see  the  upper  end,  runs 
out  through  a  tube  to  form  a  connection 
with  the  middle  rudder,  and  about  it  the 
rudder  turns.  And  having  thus  settled  to 
our  satisfaction  the  steering  question,  we 
ask  what  next. 

"The  next  interesting  thing,"  says  our 
guide,  "  will  be  the  anchor,  or  rather  that 
part  of  its  gear  which  can  be  seen  on  board. 
To  see  it,  we  must  pay  a  visit  to  Jack's 
quarter's :  here  is  the  boatswain,  we  will 
ask  him  if  we  can  go  tiiere." 

The  boatswain,  on  being  8.skcd,  says  that 
Jack  has  just  finished  his  dinner,  and  if  we 
don't  mind  the  odor  of  pea  soup,  we  are  at 
liberty  to  go;  and  he'll  go  with  us,  as  Mr. 
Jones  is  wanted  ashore.  As  we  walk  along 
the  deck,  he  informed  me  that  "  We  berth 
the  blue  jackets  right  aft,  abaft  the  cabins, 
and  the  stokers  for'ard ;  but  what  you'll 
want  to  see  you'll  best  see  in  Jack's  quar- 
ters. ' 

We  accordingly  descend  another  ladder, 
and  first  we  notice  a  table  in  the  middle  ex- 
tending the  whole  length  of  the  compart- 
ment. "  That,"  the  boatswain  informs  us, 
•»  is  the  casing  of  the  shaft.  You  know  it 
is  just  in  the  middle  of  all  the  length  of 
her,  in  the  way  everywhere's.  and  Ihe  ship- 
wrights have  had  to  make  tables  and  steps 
to  ladders  out  of  its  casing,  anything  to 
hide  it,  just  as  the  ladies  like  you  to  think 
a  sofa  bedstead's  only  a  sofa.     The  men  use

Representatives  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  several  States  according 
to  their  respective  numbers,  counting  the 
whole  nu..iber  of  per.-^ons  in  each  State,  ex- 
cluding Indi.ms  not  taxed;  but  whenever 
the  ri^ht  to  vote  at  any  election  for  electors 
of  President  and  Vice  President,  or  for 
United  States  represenf.atives  in  Congress, 
executive  and  judicial  officers,  or  the  mem- 
bers of  the  legislatures  thereof,  is  denied  to 
any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State, 
being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  cit  zens 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridged 
except  for  participation  in  rebellion  orotner 
crime,  the  basis  of  representation  therein 
shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the 
number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to 
the  whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  bo  a  Senator  or 
Representative  in  Congress,  or  elector  of 
President  or  Vice  President,  or  hold  any 
office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United 
Suites,  or  under  any  Stale,  who,  having 
previously  taken  an  oath  as  a  member  of 
Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United 
Sta*.  a,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State  Legis- 
lature, or  as  an  c:s2cutive  or  judicial  officer 
of  any  State,  to  support  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in  in- 
surrection or  rebt'ilioc  against  the  same,  or 
given  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof; 
but  Congress  may,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Sec.  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of 
the  United  States,  authorized  by  law,  in- 
cluding debts  incurred  for  the  payment  of 
pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  sup- 
pressing insurrection  or  rebellion  shiU  no' 
be  questioned ;  but  neither  the  United 
States  nor  any  State  shall  assume  or  pay  any 
debt  of  obligation  incurred  iu  aid  ot  insur- 
rection or  rebellion  against  the  United 
States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emanci- 
pation of  any  slave  ;  but  all  such  debts,  ob- 
ligations, and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal 
and  void.

In  181"J 
he  was  appointed  colonel  of  a  regiment  of 
volunteers  raised  to  join  General  Hull  at 
Detroit,  and  was  the  first  man  to  step  a  hos- 
tile foot  upon  Canadian  so''.  Though  ab- 
sent on  an  expedition,  he  was  included  in 
Hull's  surrender,  and  was  se  indiguaiit 
when  he  heard  of  it  that  rather  than  de- 
liver his  sword,  he  broke  the  blade  and 
threw  it  away.  He  was  exchanged  in  1818 
and  was  first  appointed  a  colonel  aud  tuen 
a  brigadier  general  in  the  regular  army. 
He  joined  Gen  Harrison  in  Ju'y,  pursueu 
Proctor  after  the  Perry's  victory,  was 
placed  in  command  of  Detroit,  and  shortly 
afterwards  was  appointed  governor  of  Mich- 
igan. In  this  capacity  he  wassuperintend- 
ant  of  1  li.an  affairs,  for  all  the  tribes 
northwest  of  the  Ohio  river,  which  office  he 
administered  very  successfully.  In  1R31 
he  was  appointed  secretary  of  war  by  Pres- 
ident Jackson,  aud  In  ]S^6  he  went  to 
France  as  ambassador  of  the  United  States, 
in  which  latter  office  he  distinguished  him- 
self in  the  defeat  of  the  celebraied  quintu- 
ple treaty.  In  1845  he  took  Jiis  seat  as 
United  States  senator  for  Michigan.  In 
1848  he  was  nominated  as  the  dcmocra'io 
candidate  lor  the  presidency,  and  was  de- 
feated at  the  election  of  Gen.  Taylor.  Hav- 
ing resigned  his  seat  in  the  senate  during 
the  presidential  canvass,  he  was  reelected 
in  1840  In  1857  be  was  appointed  secre- 
tary of  state  by  James  Buchanan,  which 
I  station  he  filled  until  near  the  close  of  that 
administration.  Retiring  to  private  life.he 
has  since  quietly  resided  in  Detroit.  His 
habits  were  singularly  abstemious,  and  for 
his  consistent  advocacy  and  practice  of  tem- 
perance he  had  many  admirers  among  i  hose 
practically  opposed  to  him  Ho  died  on 
the  SOihanniversary  of  the  battle  of  Bunker 
Hill.
